Newspaper Men Want 
More Scope. 


Censorship in the Philippines 
Irksome to Them. 


Campaign not Satisfactory to 
the Correspondents. 


Gen. Otis Reports Recent Deaths at 
Manila—Two Battalions of the 
Nineteenth Infantry Bound West 
en Route to Manila. : 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. ] 

MANILA, July 11, via Hongkong, 
July 17.—[By Asiatic Cable.] The 
constantly-increasing strictness of the 
censorship of press dispatches from 
Manila, which has prevented the 
cabling to the United States of any- 
thing that did not refiect official views 
of important events and conditions, 
resulted in a united effort on the part 
of the correspondents here to secure 
an abatement of the rigor of the 
censorship. The initiative in this di- 
rection was taken a month ago, and 
resulted in the framing of a _state- 
ment which was presented Sunday, 
July 9, to Maj.-Gen. Otis, commanding 
the military forcés of the United 
States in the Philippines, with a re- 
quest for permission to telegraph it 
to the United States. The  corre- 
spondents also asked for permission 
to cable their respective papers all 
the facts and different phases of 
events as they transpired here. 

The correspondents had two long 
interviews with Gen. Otjs, in the 
course of which they claimed that the 
evident purpose of the censorship was 
not to keep information from’ the 
-enemy, but to keep from the public a

The statement of 
the correspondents is as follows: 

“The undersigned, being al} staff cor- 
respondents of American newspapers 
stationed in Manila, unite in the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“We believe that from official dis- 
patches made public in Washington, 
the people of the United States have 
not received a correct impres:ion of 
-the situation in the Philippines, but 
that these dispatches have presented 
an ultra-optimistic view that is not 
shared by the general ‘officers in the 
field. We believe that the dispatches 
incorrectly represent the existing con- 
ditions among the Philippines in re- 
spect to dissension and demoralization 
resulting from the American campaign 
and to the brigand character of their 
army. 

“We believe the dispatches err in the 
declaration ‘that the situation is, well in 
hand,’ and the assumption that the in- 
surrection can be speedily ended with- 
out a greatly-increased force. We think 
the tenacity of the Filipino purpose has 
been underestimated, and that the 
statements are unfounded that volun- 
teers are willing to engage in further 
service. 
“The censorship has compelled us to 
participate in this misrepresentation by 
excising or altering uncontroverted 
statements of facts on the plea, as Gen. 
Otis stated, ‘that they would alarm the 
people at home,’ or ‘have the people of 
the United States by the ears.’ 
“Specifications: Prohibition of hospi- 
tal reports; suppression of full reports 
of field. operations in the event of fail- 
ure; numbers of heat prostrations in 
the field; systematic minimization of 
naval operations, and suppression of 
complete reports of the situation.

WASHINGTON, July 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Whether any action will be

Chief Executive of the Nation Has 
Comfidence in the Adminjstration 
of Affairs in the Islands—Vigor- 
ous Prosecution of the War As- 
sured—The Assertions of Critics 
not Final.

CHICAGO, July 17.—[{Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] Gen. Harrison Gray Otis is at 
the Palmer House tonight. He came 
from Washington, where he saw the 
President and he is on his way to his 
home in Los Angeles. In answer to 
the question, ‘“‘What are your impres- 
sions as to how President McKinley 
feels concerning the situation in the 
Philippines?’ he said: 

“He is hopeful, and has confidence 
in the administration of Maj.-Gen. 
Otis. He is also very proud of the bat- 
tle records of the troops in the Philip- 
pines, and outspoken in his praise of 
their achievements.” 

“Did the President give you any defi- 


‘nite indication as to what would be his 


future action in the Philippines?” 

“Yes; vigorous prosecution of the 
war. For that purpose he is sending 
forward troops as fast as possible, 
sufficient to make the total number 
available for active field. services and 
for necessary garrison duty in the 
neighborhood of 45,000 men.’ 

“What do you think of the policy, 
military and civil, pursued by the com- 
manding general in the islands?” 

“His administration has proved it- 
self wise and effective, as could 
fairly be expected under the difficult 
circumstances surrounding him. He 
must have time. It is not an evidence 
of failure because the rebellion has not 
been suppressed in a single short cam- 
paign.” 

“Was Gen. Otis oversanguine as to 
the conditions in the Philippines? Is he

“Bis competency or incompetency is 
a matter not to be settled by.the mere 
assertions of his critics, but must be de- 
termined by his acts, for which, I have 
no doubt, he is willing to stand or fall. 
I think his military administration thus 
far will bear the test of examination. 
Furthermore, his dispatches calling for 
troops, when rightly interpreted, have 
never indicated that he considered 40,000 
men, all.told, sufficient to suppress the 
tebellion.

BANK RUNNER ROCKEL SHOT AT

‘LAW DECLARED INVALID. 
Eight-hour Enactment Decided Un- 


constitutional by Supreme Court. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 


DENVER, July 17.—The Supreme 
Court today unanimously decided that 
the eight-hour law was unconstitu- 
tional. The opinion is not yet written, 
and will be filed later. The eight-hour 
law, which was enacted at the late 
session of the Legislature, applied only 
to mines, smelters and mills for the re- 
duction of ores. The refusal of the 
American Smelting and Refining Com- 
pany to pay the same wages for elght 
hours as had been paid for ten and 
twelve hours caused its smelters to be 
closed June 15, when the new law be- 
came operative 

This company, which is known as the 
smelter trust, will now endeavor to 
reach an agreement with its former 
employés as to wages and hours of la- 
vor, and reopen its smelters as soon 
as possible Officers of the Smelter- 
men’s Union say that the furnace men, 
who:formerly worked twelve hours a 
day, will work but eight hours in the 
future.

Folsom, N. M.. Train 
Robbers Found, 


(ne Man Killed on Each Side 
and Three Wounded 


Pitched Battle in a Canyon 
Above Cimarron. | 


Sheriff Ed Farr of Walsenburg and 
Broncho Buster McGinnis, Alias 
Franks, the Two Dead Men—Pure 
suit is Renewed. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.} 

LAS VEGAS (N. M.,) July 17.—Mea- 
ger details were received here this 
morning of a pitched battle between a 
sheriff's posse and the gang of outlaws 
who held up the Colorado and Southern 
passenger train at Folsom, N. M., a 
few days ago. The affray occurred 
near Cimarron, which is situatea in- 
land from the telegraph lines. W. J. 
Farr, @ member of the posse, was 
Killed. Farr lived at Walsenburg, Colo, 
Deputies Love and Smith of Springer, 
N. M., were probably fatally wounded, 
and W. H. Reno, chief of the secrete 
service department of the Colorado ana 
Southern Railway, was also wounded. 
The robbers escaped to the hills. An- 
other posse was organized at Cimarron, 
and is now in pursuit of the robbers. 

Marion Litrell, live-stock inspector, 
arrived here at 1 o’clock this morning, 
bringing further details of the fighting 
at Cimarron, as he had learned them 
at Springer. | 

“It occurred this morning,” he said, 
“in a cafion above Cimarron, in a very 
rough piece of country. The news was 
telephoned to Springer from Cimarron 
just before I left there. The posse was 
led by Sheriff Ed Farr of Walsenburg 
and United States Marshal Foraker of 
New Mexico. The posse numbered six 
men. The force divided, three mem- 
bers advaacing upoh the outlaws from — 
directions. 
“One of the outlaws was ; 
shot. Sheriff Farr was killed, yee 
Henry Love and a man named Smith, 
members of the posse, were wounded. 
Love was hit twice, one Shot going 
through his thigh. Foraker returned to 
Cimarron, and telephoned that all of 
his posse had been wounded.” : 

The identity of the outlaws is not 
known, but little doubt is entertained 
of their being the same individuals 
who held up the train at Folsom, a few 
days ago, and also a year or more ago, — 
While Mr. Litrell did not learn the 
exact location of their camp, it is be- 
been compa 
clesely to Cimarron, 
three miles away. Cimarron is a 
place of about -200 people, and is sit- 
uated close to the mouth of the 
cafion, and twenty-three miles from 
Springer. The outlaws have been 
noticed hanging around in the vicinity 
for some time past. Although nothing 
certain is known, it is thought by 
members of the posse that one or more 
of the outlaws, who are three in num- 
ber, have been wounded by the offi- 
cers. 

Sheriff &d Farr, who was killed, is 
wéll-knawn among livestock men. He 
and his brother have rather extensive 
cattle interests in Southern Colorado 
and Northern Mexico. : 

THE DEAD ROBBER. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.} 
EAST LAS VEGAS (N.M.,) July 17.— 

Word was received here late today that 
the dead body of one of the traine 
robbers concerned in the Folsom train-— 
robbery on the Colorado Southern 
Railroad had been conveyed to Cim- 
arron from the scene of the fight, and 
was afterward taken to Springer, a 
railroad station, where an inquest was 
held tonight. 

The dead man is known by the name

NEW YORK, July 17.—The strike 

situation in Brooklyn tontght remains 

unchanged. The striking employés are 


even more determined than they were | 


yesterday, and the management of the 
Rapid Transit lines is obdurate and 
unflinching. 

Cars were run on most of the lines 
governed by:the Traction Company 
from early morning until 7 o'clock this 
evening, but after sundown there was 
‘ considerable falling off in the service, 
‘and by 9 o’clock not a car was moving 
'on any of the lines affected by the 

striking motormen or conductors. The 
‘roads comprising the Nassau line were 
most effectively crippled. None of the 
striking employés returned to work, 


‘and most of them were busy during 


the day influencing union and  non- 
union men on the other lines to quit 
,wark. In this respect the strikers 
Were partially successful, but they 
made no inroads on the running of the 
Putnam-avenue cars. This line is 
practically intact, not more than half 
‘a dozen of its employés being af- 
filiated with the strikers. The Coney 
Island Railroad Company reaped a 
rich harvest on all of its lines during 
the day. The Franklin-avenue, Smith 
and Jay streets, Hamilton-avenue and 
De Kalb-avenue lines were running on 
full time, and carried a great number 
of passengers through the day and 
h 


The Coney Island company lived up 
to its agreement with the employés, 
and consequently its business was not 
interfered with. In fact, the business: 
of these roads was considerably aug- 
mented, as many travelers patronized 
the cars, although, in many cases g0- 
ing blocsk out of their way to do so, 

There was a riotous demonstration by 
the strikers and their sympathizers at 
Flatbush late this afternoon, when 
President Rossiter of the Rapid Transit 
Company addressed a meeting of the 
men who had gone out on the Flatbush 
and North Strand avenue lines. Mr. 


- RRossiter drove to the hall in.a carriage 


in company with Seth L. Keeney, a di- 
rector of the road, and another official. 
There was a crowd of more than 2000 
persons around the hall when he ar- 
rived, and he was received With shouts, 
hisses and jeers. 

He was met by a committee of five 
men, representing the’strikers, and they 
had a conference of twentye minutes 
before he was permitted to speak. 
When he finally went upon the plat- 
form the hall was crowded to suffoca- 


_ thon with the strikers and the men who 


were aiding them. 

“Mr. Rossiter was introduced by Al- 
bert Sweeney, the chairman. The lat- } 
ter said, as he came forward: ‘This is 
Mr. Rossiter. Win or lose; let us be 
gentiemen.” There were shouts, jeers, 
and hisses as the president of the road 
stepped forward. He endeavored to 
talk, but scarcely uttered a_ sentence 
Without being jeered and hissed, and 
finally, as he told of his dealings with 
the men and his desire to aid them, but 
of his determination not to recognize 
them, thére was a din that lasted for 
fully a quarter of an hour. 

After it:was over,*the president said 
he had come to the meeting to restore 


_™armony. He declared he would take 


the men hack and not hold their action 
against them. He gave them until 6 
coed said if they did 
mot,come back to work then they wo 

be discharged. 

“We'll never come back,” was the re- 
ply, in a shout from the house. ‘‘Drag 
him down. Kill him.” 

The speaker smiled while the babble 
reigned and finally he was escorted 
downstairs and through the mob that 
shouted ior his life. He entered a car- 
Yiage, with his party, and was driven 
to the barns around the corner, where 
the party boarded a car. The crowd 
made a rush for the car, but was 
driven away. 

Early in the afternoon small-sized 
boulders*and stumps of trees were 
thrown upon the Flatbush-aventue 
tracks, in front of the Midwood Club, 
but all these obstructions were removed 
in time to allow the limited number of 
cars to make their scheduled tmps. 
Considerable difficulty was experienced 
on the North Strand-street and cross 
town lines, but no serious mishap oc- 
curred. All the cars were manned hy 
two or more policemen, and the pres- 
ence of the officers aboard the cars pre- 
vented, in a ywreat’ measure, any out- 
bréak on the part oi the strikers or 
their sympathizers. 

At 7 o’clock this evening Mr. Rossiter 
issued instructions to shut down all 
the traction company’s lines, and with 
that time until long after midnight 
not a car was run, with the exception 
of two which were placed at the serv- 
ice of the city authorities, to take the 
policemen to outlying districts, and 
thousands of citizens were compelled 
to walk home.

TROOPS IN IDAHO. 


Senators Find the National Admin- 
istration Was Misrepresented. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 1] 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—President 


. }McKinley was called upon by Senator 


Carter of Moffttana and Senator Heit- 
feld of Idaho, accompanied by Edward 
Boyce of Butte, Monts president of the 
Western Fedefation of Miners, and W. 
R. Goldsmith, secretary of the local 
miners’ union at Wardner, Idaho, The 
last named gentlemen are a commit- 
tee representing the miners lately en- 
gaged in the strike at Wardner, which 
resulted in the calling out of troops 
under Gen. Merriam at the request of 
the Governor of Idaho. 

The -interview with the President 
lasted some time, and the entire sit- 
uation was thoroughly discussed. The 
committee informed the President that 
the presence of the troops had been 
represented in a false light, and ad- 
ded that, in their opinion, the Federal 
authorities were being used in an ille- 
gitimate manner. The President told 
the committee that he troops had been 
sent only upon the request of the Gov- 
ernor, and were there for the purpose 
of preserving peace and for no other 
purpose. 

After the interview, both members of 
the committee expressed themselves as 
entirely satisfied with the attitude of 
the administration, which, they said, 
had been misrepresented by the local 
authorities. 

TESTIMONY AT WALLACE. 

[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WALLACE, July 17.—‘‘I recognized 
one of these men; his name is Paul 
Corcoran,’ were the words of Mrs. Ida 
Sinclair on the witness stand today, 
when referring to the masked men who 
had shot James Cheyné, and who 
helped her get him to the hotel. 

The women had been ordered across 

the road to a bluff, where they watched 
events. They saw all the explosions 
The crowd was shouting and they 
heard the men order the prisoners to 
shoot. Some told them to run while 
others said wait. Finally three men 
started to run, the crowd shouting at 
them. Huff and Rogers ran together. 
Rogers fell, but got up again. Cheyne 
ran in a different direction, the crowd 
shooting at all three. 
_ Continuing, she said: ‘‘We walked up 
to the. bluff, and saw Cheyne lying 
there. We staraed to go down, when 
one masked man told me not to make 
a — -— fool of myself, but stay 
there. We went down and appealed to 
the masked men three times for hep. 
Finally two came and helped us get 
him down to the hotel. I held Cheyne’s 
hand while walking. I recognized 
Paul Corcoran by his nose, the side of 
his face, his moustache and his gen- 
The mask only 
came to the point of his nose with 
large holes for eyes.’ 

Mrs. Sinclair was severely cross-ex- 
amined, but persisted in her story. 
George Colburn and wife recognized 
Corcoran on the train when it reached 
Burke that evening. Both said he was 
dressed in a blue jumper and overalls, 
with a gun lying across his hip. Both 
had known Corcoran about two years, 
and were positive as to his identity. 


CLEVELAND STRIKE RENEWED. 


Street-car Employees Say the Com- 
pany Breaks Its Promises. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

CLEVELAND (0O.,) July 17.—A de- 
cision to. declare another street-car 
strike was reached, after a meeting 
of the men which lasted practically 
throughout the night. During the 
early hours of today not a car was 
running on any of the Big Consolidated 
lines, fifteen in number. The officials 
of the company have asked for police 
protection, and say they will attempt 
to start cars on one or two lines very 
soon. Large crowds congregated at all 
of the barns of the company, but so 
far as known no violence has been 
committed. Business Agent Pratt of 
the strikers, issued a statement today, 
in part, as follows: 

“It is with grave apprehension that 
I view the situation as it exists at the 
present time, between the Big Con- 
solidated Street, Railroad Company, 
with its millions of dollars' back of it, 
on the one side, and the street-car 
employés, a brave, determined set of 
liberty-loving American citizens, with 
a vast throng of organized labor back 
of them, on the other’ side. Three 
weeks have elapsed, and the company 
has failed to live up ta any part of 
its agreement, neither has it shown 
any intention of doing so, except by 
many promises, which have been more 
readily broken than made. The Council 
committee has said thatit is no longer 
a party to that agreement, although 
the signatures of its members appear 
the same as the rest. Consequently 
Wwe are brought back to the’ very 
starting point, the only difference be- 
ing that our last condition is worse 
than the first. 

“Who will be responsikle for the 
suffering, riot and disgrace that must 
inevitably follow another strike ? The 
corporations will put the blame upon 
the downtrodden laborer, because they 
have money, and because of their hav- 
ing money, there are city authorities 
who are willing to put the collar 
around their necks and say the men 
are to blame for all this.” 

The first act of violence in the strike 
came shortly after noon, when a Buclid 
avenue car turned into St. Clair street 
from Bank street. Bottles and stones 
were thrown from sidewalks and win- 
dows. Several cars were. thus bom- 
barded, but no one was injured, motor- 
men speeding their cars by the danger- 
ous ground. The rioters had all their 
own way on Bank and St. Clair streets, 
not a policeman being in sight. 

President Everett of the company had 
a conference during the day with Mayor 
Harley and Police Director Barrett, and 
the former was told to go ahead and. 
run his cars if he could. find men to 
operate them, and the city would fur- 
nish all the protection in its power. 
Mayor Farley is emphatic in declaring 
that no such rioting as marked the pre- ; 


vious strike will be tolerated.

SINKS AMID FLAMES. 


Oil Ship Maverick Goes Down on 
Fire at Halifax. 

. [ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

HALIFAX, July 17.—The Standard Oil Com- 
pany’s tank steamer Maverick, which arrived 
Sunday from New York with a cargo of oil, 
is sunk in the harbor. 

While at hef pier this morning a six-inch 
pipe, forming a part of the  oil-pumping 
equipment, burst, and the oil flowed down 
into the engine-room and became ignited. 
The steamer’s crew were obliged to leave 
the ship to save their lives. In a short time 
sheets of flame were rising all over her. 
The city fire department was called out. An 
explosion blew a hole in the ship’s side, and 
she careened, rapidly filled with water and 
sank.. She now lies submerged, only her 
masts being visible. 

About two-thirds. of the cargo remained 
in the vessel at the time she went down. A 
large area*of water is covered with blazing 
oil, and thousands of people have been at- 
tracted to the scene. 

The Maverick is a total wreck. She was 
not insured. The vessel was valued at $250,- 
000 and her cargo at $20,000. About two hun- 
dred thousand gallons of oil had been pumped 
out and there remained 400,000 gallons in the 
ship. The basin in which fire occurred is 
still a sea of flame. }

St. Michaels is at present a harbor 
for hundreds of poor’ unfortunates 
who have drifted down the Yukon 
River with nothing with which to 
live on. 

James E. Kelley, a passenger on the 
Laurada, estimates that there are 
from two hundred to three hundred 
strange prospectors who do not know 
where their next meal is coming from. 
The government station is beseiged for 
aid, and the steamship companies can 
obtain any number of men for any 
kind of work who are willing to go 
into the, hold in order to work their 
passage down. This state of affairs 
is likely to continue all summer. 

A general average of the estimates 
of the amount of golddust on the 
Laurada is $250,000. 


| DISAPPOINTED GOLD-SEEKERS, 


Fourteen Bostonians Lose Their Ship 
and Get Scurvy. 
[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 


SEATTLE, July 17.—The schooner 
Geu. Sieglin, which arrived here last 
night from Cook Inlet, Alaska, had 
among her passengers fourteen mem- 
bers of a party of sixteen Massa- 
chusetts men, who left Boston a year 
ago last February, in the schooner 
Rube Richardson. They went to Res- 
urrection Bay, Alaska, where they 
anchored their vessel for the winter. 
In November she broke her chains, 
and a strong wind drove her at high 
tice ona sand bank. The craft 
careened and settled, until within 
three or four weeks she was practically 
buried in the sand. : 

Meanwhile the prospecting contingent 
had gone into Copper River, a tributary 
of Resurrection Bay, where they 
lacated a claim, and at once began 
its development. Very poor diggings 
were encountered, the men making 
only 50 cents to $1 per day. But they 
kept pegging away until they se- 
cured enough gold to pay their pas- 
sage back home. Before’ their de- 
parture they sold the buried schooner, 
which is a comparatively new craft, 
constructed at a cost of $10,000, to 
Gapt. Newport for $100.

Seattle, July 17.—A country fully as barren 
of gold as the Koyukuk, is Kotzebue Sound. 
During the past year and a half thousands of 
prospectors have. turned their attention to 
this section of Alaska and have fully pros- 


‘pected the Kowak and other streams which 


were supposed to carry gold in large quanti- 
ties, but which, upon trial, have proven to 
be without wealtb. 

W. P. Stanley, who has just reached here, 
says that during his stay in Kotzebue sev- 
eral people died of scurvey; five men, four 
of whom were of the names of Howard, Gra- 
ham, Miller and Marsh, were drowned in the 
inlet while crossing in a small boat; a man 
of the name of Onderdout, whose brother is 
a well-known contractor of Chicago, died of 
throat trouble. Three men, whose nates 
Stanley could not remember, froze to death, 
one fell from a cliff and another accidentally 
shot himself.

“Important cablegrams have been re- 
ceived at the State Department from 
the Philippine Commission, and at the 
War Department from Gen. .Otis con- 
cerning a new move in the direction 
of peace. All that can be learned defi- 
nitely about them is that direct over- 
tures for peace have been sent to Gen. 
Otis from Aguinaldo, and some of his 
principal leaders. 

“Tt was said by a Cabinet officer to- 
night, that if the promises are  ful- 
filled, the volunteers now being en- 
listed will not be needed.”’ 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—A_ state- 
ment prepared at army headquarters 
regarding the sending of troops to the 


| Philippines shows that in May, 1898, 


Gen. Miles recommended to the Secre- 
tary of War that Gen. T. M. Ander- 
son be sent to occupy the islands, in 
command of about five thousand men. 
This recommendation was approved 
by the President. May 15 ‘a dispatch 
was received from Admiral Dewey, 
saying in part: 

“To retain possession and thus con- 
trol the Philippines would require in 


my best judgment, well-equipped: 


force of 5000 men, although, © United 
States troops sent by the Peking will 
be very useful -to relieve the Olympia 
in guarding Cavite. United States 
troops should make provision for ex- 
tremely hot, moist climate. Spanish 
force is estimated 10,000 men. The 
rebels are reported 30,000 men. 

[Signed] “DEWEY.” 

May 26, 1898, after seeing the above 
dispatch from Admiral Dewey, Gen. 
Miles made the following recommen- 
dation: 

“The Monorable Secretary of War, 
Sir: I have the honor to submit the 
following: In order to make the 
United States force as strong and ef- 
fective as possible, with a view to its 
maintaining our possessions and our 
flag in the Philippine Islands and at 
the same time relieve our navy as 
speedily as possible, I suggest that 
the command sent there consist of the 
Fourteenth and Fifteenth United 
States Infantry, two squadrons 
Fourth Cavalry, one battery of heavy 
artillery from the Seventh and two 
batteries of light artillery from _ the 
Seventh, and in addition 12,975 volun- 
teers from California, Colorado, Kan- 
sas, Montana, Nebraska, Oregon, 
Utah, Washington, North Dakota, 
South Dakota, Idaho, Wyoming, Min- 
nesota, already designated. 

“I also recommend that two 12-inch 
guns, two 10-inch guns with disap- 
pearing carriages, and eight mortars, 
to be dismounted; also two 8-inch 
guns, now at Benicia Barracks, all to 
be placed on board ships at San Fran- 
cisco and sent to Manila, there to be 


mounted as speedily as possible for 


the defense of that harbor, and urge 
the necessity of rapid-fire guns that 
can be spared from the fleet at that 
place. When this is accomplished, the 
fleet can be released for more impor- 
tant service. The guns and mortars re- 
ferred to should be replaced as soon 
as possible by others sent to San 
Francisco from the gun foundries and 
arsenals on the Atlantic Coast. 

“Yours respectfully, 

[Signed] “NELSON A. MILES, 

“Major-General Commanding.” 

The troops designated in the above 
communication numbered 15,452 men, 
which was over 10,000 more than Ad- 
miral Dewey had asked for, but not- 
withstanding, it was Gen. Miles’s opin- 
ion that, in view of the admiral’s 
statement that the Spanish force was 
estimated at 10,000 men, it would be 
advisable for us to have a\preponder- 
ating force. 

In the mean time Gen. Merritt had 
been selected to command the expedi- 
tion for the Philippines, and in a let- 


ter to the President, dated May} 13;4 


1898, he submitted an estima of 
troops necessary to constitute such an 


expedition, comprising 14,400 men, of} 


which number 6000 were regulars. May 
15 he supplemented this by an esti- 
mate for a siege battery and a small 
ordnance detachment. 

Gen. Miles had not seen Gen. Mer- 
ritt’s estimate when he wrote the let- 
ter of May 16, given above. This let- 
ter was referred to Gen. Merritt for 
remarks, and was.received back with 
the following indorsement: 
“HEADQUARTERS DEPARTMENT OF 

East, Governor’s Island, May 17, 1898. . 

“Respectfully returned to the Ad- 
jutant-General of the army. I con- 


‘sider the composition of the force out- 


lined by the major-general command- 
ing the army as unsuited to the ends 
to be accomplished, and insufficient in 
efficiency for the expedition of the 
Philippines. 

“Two regiments of regular infantry, 
two-thirds of a regiment of regular 
cavalry, and two light batteries is a 
very small proportion of the forty- 
two regular regiments in the . army 
when thé work to be done consists of 
conquering a territory 7000 miles from 
our base, defended by a ‘regularly- 
trained and acclimated army of from 
10,000. to 25,000 men, and inhabitated 
by 14,000,000 of people, the majority of 


whom will regard us with the !mtense 


hatred born of race and religion. 
“Besides, if I am not greatly mis- 


taken, the suggested command is only 


on paper, as the Fourteenth Infantry 
is only partially available. My let- 
ters of May 13 and 15 give the com- 
position and minimum strength of the 
regular force I deem necessary. 
[Signed] “W. MERRITT, 
‘Major-General Commanding.” 


It was then referred to Gen. Miles for | 


further remarks, and: was indorsed by 
him as follows: | 
“HEADQUARTERS OF THE ARMY, _. 
“WASHINGTON (D: C.,) May 18, 1898. 
“Respectfully submitted to the Secre- 
tary of War: The references to the 
Spanish troops is believed to be very 
much exaggerated. No reports have 
been received thus far that there is any- 
thing like the number indicated in the 
above indorsement, while thé popula- 
tion if that territory is probably nearer 
one-half the number stated. The num- 
ber of troops already ordered to the 
Rhilippine Islands is three times as 
many as Admiral Dewey called for. 


CLOTHING-THEY DESIRE. 


Complaint That They Lack Over- 
coats and are in Danger of 
Pneumonia at San Francisco, 
The President Directs That They 
Be Supplied—Funds at Their 
Disposal, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, July 17.—President 
McKinley received a telegram from 
San Franticisco today, saying that the 
Oregon troops at the Presidio were 
without overcoats, and were suffering 
from the weather and in danger of 
pneumonia. The dispatch stated that, 
having just returned from a tropical 
climate, they could not withstand the 
cold, and that there were plenty of 
overcoats in the Quartermaster’s de- 
partment. 

President McKinley directed that 
such clothing as was necessary for the

Uriah B. Watson, president of the 
bank, said last night, concerning tne 
complaints of depositors: ‘“‘There is no 
justification for their complaints. We 
did not take any of their money after 
we knew that the bank had i been 
robbed. We did not know that until 
Thursday night, and we have kept 
closed every since.’’ 

The board of managers of the savings 
institution will meet today or tomor- 
row and discuss the affairs of the 
savings bank. Arrangements are al- 
most completed to reopen the bank. 
This wil] occur some day next week.

POPULAR STUDIES 


IN LITERATURE. 


XVI.—CHARLOTTE BRONTE. 
BY LEWIS E. GATES, A.M. 
(Harvard University.) 


Charlotte Bronte’s novels unite in 
exceptional gegree an almost -lyric in- 
tensity and fervor of mood and imagi- 
nation with sanity of thought and in- 
genuity and  sureness in 2xecution. 
One is sometimes tempted to de- 
scribe her peculiar power as the re- 
sult of her refusal to be victimized 
by a morbid temperament and @ per- 
ternaturally vivid romantic imagina- 
tion. By nature and gnvironment 
she seemed doomed to write a com- 
panion novel to “Wuthering Heights” 
or “The Tenant of Wildfell Hall’— 
romances of occasional beauty and 
power, but wildly erratic and fantas- 
tically overcharged with emotion. Yet 
in point of fact, despite her constitu- 
tional “lack of hope,” despite her 
home between an overpopulous grave- 
yard and the dreary vastness of the 
interminable Yorkshire moors, despite 
her lonely life and her uncanny sur- 
roundings, Charlotte Bronte wrote 
“Shirley,’’ a novel breathing courage 
and hope and essentially loyal to the 
common interests and the normal 
values of life. ‘Jane Eyre,” though 
more overwrought in mood and ex- 
travagant in incident, shows the same 
fine self-control as ‘Shirley’ in style 
and execution; and “Villette,” the 
last of her novels, written after she 
had seen more of the great world and 
of society, is, curiously enough, the 
one in which there is oftenest dis- 


-cernable some slight meretriciousness 


of phrase and a straining after liter- 
ary effect. In ‘Villette’ the author is 
often trying to write; at times she 
seems aiming to make up for waning 
imagination through recourse to con- 
scious rhetoric. 

Charlotte Bronte -published four 
novels during her  lifetime—‘‘Jane 
Eyre,” in 1847; “Shirley,” in 1849, and 


“Villette,” in 1853; a fourth novel, “The 


Professor,” was published in 1857, two 
years after her death. This fourth 
novel may now pretty nearly 
neglected. Though published last, it 
was the earliest written, and much of 
its material was used more skillfully 
in “‘Villette.’”’ It deals with the love of

“No, no, sir! Think of other sub- 
jects and speak of other things and in 
another strain,’’ replies Jane. And the 
reader sympathizes with the petition. 
Too much, far too much, is there in 
“Jane Eyre” of this priggish elaborate 
love dialoguing. In general, too, the 
story lacks humor, and is too relent- 
lessly lugubrious in tone, and this lack 
will repel an experimental reader who 
is used to all our’ modern light- 
hearted ironical comment in fiction on 
the many-colored - drama of every- 
day life. Later such a reader may 
come to admire the fine restraint of 
style and the burning sincerity which 
in point of fact keep this high-wrought 
emotional story from lapsing into 
gush or false sentiment or sensational 
melodrama. But certainly on a care- 
less reading he will be apt to regret 
and repent the monochromatic in- 
tensity of tone. As for the hero and 
the heroine, the chances are that the 
superficially-minded reader will find a 
good many grains of amusement mix- 
ing in his sympathy with the ugliness 
of one and the plainness of the other. 
Rochester with his “ebon eyebrows,” 
his “colorless olive face,” his “malig- 
nant scowls” and “maniacal rages” 
belongs pretty obviously in the cate- 
gory of romantic desperadoes. And if 
external charm is the first great law 
for a woman, Jane is also an outlaw 
from the regions of conventional cor- 
rectness, for she is confessedly “‘lit- 
tle,” “pale,” and has features that are 
very “irregular” and ‘“‘marked.”’ 
Charlotte Bronte makes a flourish of 
these evil traits in her hero and her 
heroine, and swaggers a trifle in her 
devotion to the unconventional and the 
lawless. And this bravado of hers—a 
sign, by the way, of her kinship with 
romantic worshipers of the outre, de- 
spite her repeated protestations of ab- 
solute devotion to nature and fact—at 
times grows grotesque and wearies the 
most lenient reader. Then the plot! 
The ever-famcus mysterious laugh that 
haunts the corridors of Thornfield 
Hall! The mad wife who goes on all

an English professor in a girls’ board- 
ing school in Brussels for a day pupil 
in the school who was part scholar, 
part teacher. The story is told from 
the man’s point of view, and there 1s 
something inherently grotesque in the 
professor’s rather hysterical annota- 
tions on the course of his_ passion. 
Many of the same facts, when colored 
with the girl’s changing moods and 
interwoven deftly with the pathetic de- 
tails of her yearning pursuit of happi- 
ness, become in “Villette” genuinely 
fascinating and, indeed, the student of 
method in fiction will find it worth 
while to compare “The Professor’ and 
“Villette’’ very closely and note how 
the same incidents change in quality 
and color and charm when presented 
from different points of view. As for 
“The Professor,” the story must also 
be admitted to contain several admir- 
able sketches of minor character—not- 
ably those of Yorke. Hunsden, the ec- 
centric Yorkshire land-owner and man- 
ufacturer, and of M. Pelet, the intrigu- 
ing French schoolmaster. It also illus- 
trates some of Charlotte Bronte’s per- 
sistent prejudice and tricks of manner 
—her fondness for ugly and despotic 
heroes, her predilections for Yorkshire 
and Brussels, the only regions which 
she had _ studied with passionate 
closeness of observation, and her de- 
light in little heroines with dull ex- 
teriors and uncanny audacity of splrit. 
Except for these minor points of in- 
terest, however, Professor” has 
little now to recommend it, and does 
not deserve for a moment to be placed 
side by side with Charlotte Bronte'’s 
three great stories. 

“Jane Eyre” is still a great name in 
literature. The modern novel reader 
who retains but a faint recollection of 
an early reading may perhaps ask him- 
self as he turns anew to its pages 
whether the fame of the story is not 
something of a superstition and whether 
the book really has quality to distin- 
guish it from the hundreds of gay or 
sensational or commonplace novels 
which our so-called “lady novelists” are 
nowadays offering to an impressible 
public. An experimental reader of this 
sort who brings with him latter-day 
prejudices will find at once certain gro- 
tesque mannerisms and droll short- 
comings in Charlotte Bronte’s great 
story. First and foremost in the list of 
grievances he will urge the long-drawn- 
out and sempiternally solemn ‘lovemak- 
ing. Rochester and Jane take their 
passion, for each‘other with superb se- 
riousness, and Charlotte Bronte gives 


jus, with rigorous minuteness, all the 
} moments, or rather half hours, of talk 
in which this passion makes any prog-— 


ress. It is really amusing to note how 
chary she is of taking any important 
love passages for granted.

fours in a secret upper chamber and 
makes occasional nocturnal sallies ta 
burn the bed curtains, or cut the 
throats of conveniently accessible and 
unsuspicious guests! The opportune 
coincidences by virtue of which Jane, 
when running away from Thornfield 
and Rochester wanders through fen 
and over moor till she chances upon 
a solitary cottage, is taken in by the 
inmates and nursed back to life from 
her’ halfstarved exhaustion and finds 
at length in her rescuers her only liv- 
ing relatives, with whom she. ulti- 
mately shares a tidy fortune which a 
long-lost uncle has died to leave her! 
All these highly-colored incidents and 
all this audacious manipulation of 
the world-order may well jar on a 
reader who has been trained in the 
strict modern school of loyalty to the 
commonplace. 

Yet,if he be a reader of discernment 
not so will he leave the matter. These 
irritating or amusing characteristics 
of “Jane Eyre’ will more and more 
pass out of note and he will he more 
and more, ag he dwells on the work, 
impressed with its vigor, its courage, 
ita strenuous swift movement, its 
originality, its intense emotional truth 


and its frequent lyrical beauty. “Jane 


Eyre” is the greatest work of art 
that Charlotte Bronte has left us. I: 
has not the variety, the lovable hu- 
manity, the humor and gayety of 
heart, and the charm of subject and 
material to be found in “Shirley.” But 
it has an imaginative unity, a fore- 
sightedness of development, a tragic 
power, fatal inevitableness that 
“Shirley” cannot pretend to, and that 
mark it as having been, likes ell great 
art, a necessary growth in a deeply 
poetic nature. The story gains its 
power from its sincere and ‘intensely 
vivid portrayal of a single tragic com- 
plication the apparently fate- 
thwarted passion of Jane Eyre and 
Rochester. All the subordinate de- 
tails merely serve in some way or 
other to bring out more impressively 
and irresistably the infinite need of 
these two for each other. Jane's 
lonely girlhood, her courageous strug- 
ele against all sorts of adversity under 
the cruel tutelage of her guardian in 


the gloomy boarding school of Lowood, » 


and later as a governess, fix in the 
reader’s imagination more and more 
deeply a sense of the heroine’s tender, 
loyal passionate nature, of her ster- 
ling integrity, of her capacity for de- 
yotion. Very quaint she is with her 
dim brown exterior and her nervous 
restraint and eeverely controlled 
tremulousness of nature. There is 
something not quite canny about her. 
She “steals along’ before us, Roches- 
ter himself declares, as if she ‘“‘were a 
dream or a shade.” Yet wha‘ever 
she may seem to. strangers, because 


passionate devotion. — 
This brief sketch of “Jane Eyre” can- 
not at all bring home to the reader 
the imaginative power of the story, but 
it may at least make clear its single- 
ness of aim and its concentration of 
interest upon the cruel fostering and 
wrecking of passion in the lives of 
Jane and Rochester, There is somé- 
thing of the essence of really great 
tragedy in the inevitableness and Irre- 
trievableness with which the appar- 
ently hopeless conflict in these two 
lives develops before the reader—some- 
thing of the ruthless irony of fate in 
the unconscious on-going of both lovers 
toward their great disaster. Every- 
thing conspires under the guise of 
good fortune to involve the herotne in 
a mighty conflict between passion and 
duty—between what her selfish happi- 
ness demands and what is exacted by 
regard for the social code and the moral 
law. The conflict, too, is the more per- 
plexing because poor Jane might fancy 
that through refusing to yield to her 
love for Rochester she was destroying 
the sole chance of rescuing that dis- 
torted and willful nature from its woe 
and despairing impotence. Moreover, 
the poignancy of the conflict, as Char- 
lotte Bronte portrays it, is perhaps all 
the greater in its effect on the reader 
because there is none of the philo- 
sophical balancing of pros and cons 
that George Eliot would have made 
her heroine indulge in. There is no 
attempt to escape from the haggard 
personal woe through recourse to ab- 
stractions about duty; no tendency in 
the story to relieve the tension of feel- 
ing by casuistry and calm theorizing. 
Jane and Rochester are as naive as 
peasants in their complete immersion 
in their own misery and hopelessness, 
and this simplicity and sincerity—the 
the style meanwhile being carefully 
free from rant and_ sentimental 
rhodomontade — increases perceptibly 
the powerful impression the reader gets 
of the cruel destiny in which the love 
ers are involved. One can really al- 
most hear at times in the story the 
fate-motif of “Tristan and Isolde” 
sounding faintly and unappeasably. To 
give us now and then this sense that 
we are dealing with destiny is the great 
triumph of the writer of fiction.

IN THE DEAD CITIES, 


A NIGHT WITH THE ASSYRIANS, 
BABYLONIANS AND EGYPTIANS. 


Dr. Jacob Voorsanger Lectures Elo- 
quently on the Passing of Civili- 
maitions—When San Francisco is 
Only a Tomb—Unsolved Riddles 
of Antiquity. 


Rev. Dr. Jacob Voorsanger, rabbi of 
Temple Emanuel in San Francisco and 
professor of the Semitic languages and 
literatures in the University of Califor- 
nia, lectured at the Los Angeles The- 
ater lasc evening on “A Night With 
the, Ancient Assyrians, Babylonians 
and Egyptians.” 

Dr. Voorsanger is a2 man of impres- 
sive presence, and his significant ges- 
tures, his play of facial expression, the 
varied sonority of his voice, his com- 
mand of felicitous speech, his erudi- 
tion and his enthusiasm render him a 
most effective lecturer. 

The lecturer began with a brilliant 
rhapsody on the passing of civiliza- 
tions. A man would be _ considered 
crazy, he said, who would prophesy 
that some day the United States would 
cease to be numbered among the na- 
tions of the earth; that the English 
language would be forgotten; that New 
York would be but a heap of ruins 
and San Francisco a tomb: that the 
very. inscriptions upon the monumenis 
which alone remained of American 
civilization would be indecipherable for 
the-scholars of that distant time. 

“King Solomon said,” continued Dr. 
“that what has been shall 

e.!” 

He cisclaimed any intention of pos- 
ing as a prophet, but he called to mind 
the fact that the Jewjsh sages who 
foretold in the rich and teeming Asiatic 
cities of old that a time would come 
when they would have vanished from 
the earth, were ridiculed as mad men, 

In impressive language he asked 
why it is that nation after nation has 
gone down into the grave of the cen- 
turies, its language forgotten, ifs lit- 
erature obliterated, its palaces apd 
temples dust, its gods dead. This was 
his answer: 

“The classic civilizations became 
topheavy because their culture and 
their civilization were external and 
lacked moral balance.” 

A series of word-pictures were 
painted of the wealth, culture and 
magnificence of some of the forgotten 
cities of the valleys of the Euphrates, 
the Tigris, and the Nile, and the 
labors described of modern Assyrio- 
logists and Egyptologists in unravel- 
ling the mysteries of the life and the 
thought of ancient civilizations.. <A 
hundred years ego not the faintest 
glimmering of meaning had been de- 
ciphered from the _ inscriptions of 
these extinct peoples. The Rosetta 
stone furnished the first clew to the 
secret. The indefatigablé labors of 
scholars and explorers slowly and 
painfully increased the light, but even 
today there are languages and whole 
systems of characters which are a 
sealed book. Of the 200 mounds along 
the Tigris and the Euphrates’ which 
mark the graves of dead cities, only 
forty have yet been opened. Already 
enough inscriptions have been 
brought to light to-occupy the atten- 
tion of all available scholars for the 
next 200. years to come. A literature 
of extraordinary richness has been 
discovered and the _ philosophies, re- 
ligions, chronicles and everyday life 
opened up of the peoples who fur- 
nished the writers of the Bible with 
many of their traditions and gave to 
the modern world their calendar and 
their systems of weights and meas- 
ures. 

At the conclusion of the introduc- 
tory part of the lecture, @ series of 
stereopticon views were thrown on 
the screen, and commented on by. Dr. 
Voorsanger. There were pictures of 
Babylonian city mounds, ofr river 
scenes on the Tigris and the Eu- 
phrates,. of cuneiform inscriptions, of 
Egyptian temples, obelisks, rock 
tombs, colossi and pyramids; of fa- 
mous tablets and carvings which fur- 
nished the first hints toward decipher- 
ing the inscriptions, of Nile boats, 
desert scenes, and picturesque groups 
of natives, against a background of 
immense ruins. Last of all was a pic- 
sture of Alexander the Great, a world 


conqueror, the history of whose em- 
pire Dr. Voorsanger held up as 
warning to all. nations intoxicated 


with their own strength.

COMMERCE AND PEACE. 

The deliberations of the Peace Con- 
ference at The Hague wiH without 
doubt have a tendency to promote the 
settlement of international differences 
by peaceful methods, in spite of the 
fact, mentioned by Edward Marshall 
in his letter printed in THe Times of 
last Sunday, that the disarmament 
proposition was never taken seriously 
even by a single delegate to that meet- 
ing. Great reforms are. not effected 
in a moment, but work-out their 
consummation by gradual develop- 
ment. The grave and earnest consid- 
eration of. the American suggestion of | 
a scheme of arbitration is a hopeful in- 
dication that progress is being made 
toward the desired end. 

One of the most potent influences in 
effecting the abolition of war will be 
the growth of international trade. It 
may not be complimentary to the race, 
but nevertheless it is true, that the 
selfish considerations involved in busi- 


ness relations have in general more to} 


do with the direction of human pur- 
poses than the love of peace. In this 
view of the situation it is encouraging 
‘to note the progress that is being made 
in the development of trade between 
the United States and Russia, the na- 
tion from which the present peace 
movement emanated. With its vast 
territory and great population, the 
Czar’s domain presents a most invit- 
ing field for the sale of the products 
of American industry and skill. Here- 
tofore, however, our exports to Russia 
have been remarkably gmall, amount- 
ing, if we mistake not, to only $7,000,- 
000 or $8,000,000 a year. But the re- 
cent order for 180,000 tons of steel 
rails at $28 a ton, placed by the Rus- 
sian government with the Carnegie 
Company will do much more than add 
to the total of our exports the $5,040,- 
000 to which the order amounts. It 
will advertise not only to “all the Rus- 
gias” but to all the world, that the 
United States excels every other nation 
in the manufacture of steel rails. It 
is reported also that some $20,000,000 
worth of field artillery and ammuni- 
tion are to be purchased in this coun- 
try by Russia. Such an order would, 


mensely to the reputation of American 
manufactures, and without doubt 
would lead to a very material exten- 
sion of our trade in other products, 
mot only in Russia but in other na- 
tions. With such a start in commer- 
cial expansion in that direction as 
these facts indicate, and taking into 
@ccount the general indications of a: 
decided increase in our trade with the 
Other naticns of the world, there is 
levery season to believe that the United 
States, at least, will be too busy with 
Dusiness affairs in the future to en- 
gage in warfare, except when im- 
pelled to do so by the imperative de- 
mands of justice or—as in the case 
"of the war with Spain and that against 
the Filipinos—of strenuous considera- 
tions of humanity and the protection

THE NEW VOLUNTEER REGIMENTS. 

In view of the fact that there is a 
disposition abroad in the land to press 
for appointment to commissions in 
the new volunteer regiments, men who 
have seen no service and are depend- 
ing upon a powerful pull, politically 
and otherwise, it is well that the pub- 
lic in general and for civilians who 
hanker for military commissions in 
particular, to understand clearly the 
conditions and- restrictions under 
which these regiments are to be of- 
ficered. 

According to advices given out by 
the War Department, it is the full 
purpose to appoint all the field  of- 
ficers of the new commands from the 
regular army, or from seasoned volun- 
teer regiments .whose officers have 
seen active service in the field against 
the enemy, and have distinguished 
themselves. It is also given out that 
the rules for the appointment of cap- 
tains and lieutenants of the line will 
be almost as rigid, though there will 
be more latitude given in the matter 
of selections from veteran volunteer 
regiments, which will doubtless be 
permitted to furnish an equitable pro-. 
portion of the officers of the last- 
named grades; therefore it is clearly 
to be seen that no matter how zeal- 
ously civilians may push themselves 
or their friends in order to _ secure 
commissions, their persistency will 
prove futile. This is the President’s 
policy and it is the policy of common 
sense, military sense, justice and 
equity. No &mount of campaigning, 
log-rolling and leg-pulling in an at- 
tempt to break in to the new regi- 
ments on the. part of men with a vast 
amount of military ambition, and-with 
a plentiful lack of military training 
or experience, will amount to anything 
except annoyance to the military au- 
thorities of the government and to dis- 
appointment to the applicants. It is 
manifestly but fair that the men who 
have shown their capacity to command 
and who have already seen service in 
the field, should be given consideration 
in the contest for commissions rather 
than those who are as green and raw, 
speaking from a military standpoint, 
as would be the men whom they are 
ambitious to command. No mistake 


will be made in organizing the new} 


force to be sent to the Philippines if 
seasoned timber is selected for officer- 
ing it, and much of the embarrassment 
that resulted last year from accepting 
militia officers, hit or miss, for active 
service on the line of fire or in camps 
of instruction, will be avoided. 

The country is to be congratulated 
upon this determination of the Presi- 
dent and the bureau of war to put 
none but tried men on guard, 


THE NEXT EXPOSITION. 

. Work is actively progressing on the 
National Export Exposition which is 
to be held in Philadelphia, and from 
the interest that has been taken in the 
enterprise throughout the country, as 
well as abroad, it promises to be a de- 
cided success. The enterprise is one 
which will benefit American trade, and 
will bring our manufacturers into 
profitable contact with foreign buyers. 

The work of the managers of this 
enterprise has been intelligently di- 
rected toward interesting foreigners 
in American manufactured products. 
About forty governments will be of- 
ficially represented at the exposition. 
What is more important than this is 
the fact that several hundred com- 
mercial organizations, representing 


the merchants of almost every nation 


in the world, will send delegations to 
Philadelphia. It is estimated that not 
less, and perhaps many more, than ten 
thousand buyers and delegates from 
foreign governments and business as- 
sociations will be in attendance at the 
exposition and at the congress. 

This is an enterprise which Califor- 
nia cannot well afford to ignore.. This 
State should be well represented at the 
coming Philadelphia Exposition. We 
are just beginning to build up a large 
trade in our horticultural and other 
products with Europe, as well as with 
Asiatic countries,.and a first-class ex- 
hibit at Philadelphia would give this 
trade a great impetus,

We 
have seen some remarkable instances 
of this recently in Southern Califor- 
nia, and the same is being done ona 
large scale throughout. the Rocky 
Mountain region where, in many places, 
water in apparently inexhaustible 
quantity has been tapped at a depth of 
not over fifty feet. In Western Kansas 
and. Nebraska alone there are more 
than two thousand wells. One com- 
pany, from a space of 150 feet square, 
is pumping daily 5,000,000 gallons of 
water with no apparent effect upon the 
supply, all this coming from a depth 
of forty feet. We are evidently only 
on the threshold of water development 
in this country, and wonderful ad- 
vances may be expected during the 
next few years. : 


A SPECULATIVE LAND DEAL. 


section over the wholesale land deals 
‘of a firm of California irrigation pro- 
moters. Their agents have been buy- 
ing up a large number of settlers’ 
claims, having secured as many as 150 
in one week. It appears that under 
the law by which certain counties of 
Washington were formed into the 
Olympic Forestry Reserve, any owner 
of a claim within the reserve who has 
secured a patent for his land, may ex- 
change the same for an equal number 
of acres of government land anywhere 
in the United States. It is stated that 
the firm referred to is buying these 
claims for the purpose of exchanging 
the land for desert land in Southern 
California, suitable for irrigation. 
They expect to get about fifty thousand 
acres in two Washington counties 
which land will go into the reserve, 
while patents representing the claims 
will be used as scrip in California. 

Commissioner Herman in his last re- 
port recommended the repeal of the 
act allowing the exchange of land in 
the reserve, but Congress was too busy 
with the Spanish war and did not act. 
The law should at least be changed so 
as to limit the relocation of land to 
the same State or Territory. It is a 
great wrong to allow this scrip to be 
located in California, where it is sim- 
ply used to make speculative filings 
which cut the heart out of the best 
propositions left for irrigation develop- 
ment on a large scale. The locators 
of the scrip will never do anything 
with the land, but will wait for the 
government, or some one else, to make 
it valuable. 

An effort should be made in fthe 
next Congress to obtain a revocation 
of this law, if it is not then too late.

NUMEROUS WORKERS. 


How the Sons and Daughters of 
| the Red Men are Taught in 
Government Schools by 
Palefaces, 


Problem of “The Soul in Bronze’’ 
Engaging the Attention of Those 
Who Uplift the Dying 
Tribes. 


Superintendent Estelle Reel and Her 
Corps of Teachers in Session at 
the State Normal School 
for a Week. 


The problem of “The soul in bronze” 
is the subject that is éngaging the at- 
tention,of a large number of Indian 
educators, now in attendance upon the 
Indian Service Institute, the sessions of 
which will be held at the Normal School 
on Hope and Fifth streets, every day 
from now until the 25th inst. 

The institute is under the direct su- 
pervision of Miss Estelle Reel, National 
Superintendent of Indians School, with 
whom the idea of holding the session 
immediately after the convention of 
the National Educational Association 
originated. The success of this plan 
has already been made evident by the 
addition of a department of Indian 
education to the already broad field of 
educational matters covered by that 
association. 

The general session yesterday morn- 
ing was presided over by Superintend- 
ent Edgar A, Allen of the Albuquerque 
After the invocation, a 
vocal duet was rendered by Prof. D..H. 
Morrison and Miss Tertilla Eisenmeyer. 
The Girls’ Mandolin Club from the Per- 
ris Indian School, played a selection 
with such good interpretation that it 
called forth a hearty encore. Vocal 
solos were given by Prof. Morrison, 
Miss Bisenmeyer and H. H. Barnhart, 
after which Miss Mary Ledyard of the 
Los Angeles kindergarten schools read 
@ paper on “The Effect of Education 

Miss Ledyard said 
in substance: 

“The cost of caring for a civilized In- 
dian is much less than that expended 
by the government to keep the wild 
aborigine in subjection. Since educa- 
tion began among the Indians the num- 
ber of military posts has decreased to 
about one-seventh of the number previ- 
ously required. 

“The Indian has benefited greatly by 
the education thus far afforded him. 
If this was not the case do:you sup- 
pose that the government appropria- 
tions would have increased from $20,000 
to $2,631,000 in the past twenty-five 
years? The Indian not only under- 
stands but appreciates Christian truth. 
In one year 624 Indians, belonging to 
the Congregational missions in South 
Dakota, gave $1,856 for the dissemina- 
tion of the gospel among their own 
countrymen. 

“The Indian is a creature of impulse 
and appetite, and limited by his own 
native customs. If we change his sur- 
roundings and increase his temptations 
without giving him the restraining 
influence of the Christian education, 
we fail to bring him into the higher 
ree of life and he goes to destruc- 
tion, 

“There are approximately 250,000 
Indians still on our reservations and 
for the most part they are capable of 
adopting civilized methods. The child 
should be given all possible instruction, 
while at an age to easily receive impres- 
sions, and for that reason its education 
should commence in the kindergarten.” 

Miss Estelle Carpenter, of San Fran- 
cisco, spoke at some length on the neces- 
sity of teaching music to children in 
order to eliminate the harsh notes from 
the voice and induce a proper method 
of breathing. The session then ad- 
journed to the various sections that 
were in session in other rooms of the 
building. 

Two papers were presented at the 
superintendents’ section held in the as- 
sembly hall in the afternoon. The first 
was a discussion of “The Morals and 
Manners of Indian School Employés 
and Pupils’’ and was presented by Su- 
perintendent J. C. Hart of Puyallup, 
Wash. After the reading, the paper 
was thrown open to a general discussion 
which was participated in by a number 
of those present. 

The second paper was on “‘The Neces- 
sity for Pleasant homelike Rooms for 
Employés and pupils.” The paper was 
presented by Superintendent Watson of 
Menonomee, Mich. Maj. Richard H. 
Pratt of the Carlisle Indian School, led 
the discussion, giving it as his opinion 
that large common rooms. should be 
done away with, and that rooms for 
the accommodation of two or three at 
the most, with plenty of air space, 
should be provided for the Indian 
pupils. Said he: ‘“‘Put an Apache from 
Arizina, a Comanche from the Indian 
Territory and a Sioux from Dakota in 


speak each others’ language, to adopt 
a common one and that will be the Eng- 
lish, which is what we wish to teach 

Superintendent Allen of New Mexico 
thought that the effort on the part of 
many superintendents to establish a 
reputation for themselves by over- 
crowding the schoolrooms was a very 
harmful and injurious policy. “It is 
better to teach one child aright than to 
harm a dozen,” was his reply to a query 
as to whether it were not better to over- 
crowd the schools than to deny educa- 
tion to some for whom there were no 
facilities. 

After an indiscriminate discussion of 
the various phases of the foregoing 
subject, the fifteen Indian’ girls of the 
mandolin club rendered a selection, 
which closed the exercises of the after- 
noon. 

Among the distinguished educators 
that are in attendance upon the insfi- 
tute is Maj. Richard H. Pratt of the 
Oarlisle Indian School of Pennsylvania. 
and major of the First United States 
Cavalry. Superintendent Pratt is a dis- 
tinguished-looking individual, whose 
locks have been silvered by the passing 
of the years. After a term of active 
service in the army, he took up the In- 
dian school work, and has been super- 
intendent of the Carlisle school since 
its founding twenty vears ago. 


future of Indian education, Maj. Pratt 
expressed himself as very hopeful of 
the material advancement that would 
be made in the next few years. “Con- 
gress,” sald he, “is very liheral, and 
I believe that the time has about come 
when we will get what we want. In 
the Carlisle school we had.900 pupil's 
last year, and on the showing made 
Our appropriation has been increased 
from $111,000 to $120,000. and we ex- 
pect to accommodate 1000 scholars on 
this increased allowance. We have 
not as yet got at the kernel of this 
discussion, but when we do I ghall 
express myself most freely on | the 
Indian question. The topic now before 
the Indian educators is, What are we 
driving at, and do the present methods 
tend to accomplish that end? 

“The, present system.” he continued, 
“is a tribal system. e are educating 
the Indians by tribes, and that will

word, was the first impression gained 
by the big audiences’ that crowded 
Hazard’s Pavilion yesterday for both 
performances in the “Chinese Thea- 
ter. As time went on, however, and 
mind, eye and ear became accustomed 
to the unusual form of entertainment, 
the interest was aroused, order 
formed out of the thaos, the panto- 
mime became more intelligible, and in 
thinking it all over between acts, while 
sipping tea in an elaborately-appointed 
tea garden in the annex, something re- 
sembling a connected thread in the 
performance just concluded was pos- 
sible of attainment, with the inval- 
uable aid of Chan Kue Sing, the court 
interpreter, whose explanations were 
both courteous and clear. For _ the 
benefit of those who did not sip tea 
and hear what Chan said, be it writ- 
ten, in brief, that of the five acts pre- 
sented last night the first three had to 
do entirely with celestial beings, and 
represented a period of time no less 
remote than 9000 years ago. The first 
act was given up entirely to a cele- 
bration for the god birthday, amid the 
greatest pomp and splendor. Act two 
culminated in the presentation of a 
son to an ethereal man, who had ob- 
tained the highest imperial degree ag 
a student. This man, Tung Wing, had 
been adopted when a poor boy by @ 
wealthy man, and afterward edu- 
cated. Heaven seeing his filial piety 
and respect for his foster father, re- 
warded him with a wife, Tin Kee, from 
heaven. Separated shortly afterward 
from this wife, Tung again resumed 
his studies, and upon obtaining the 
highest imperial degree, started home, 
when his wife and other heavenly lady 
beings suddenly appeared and  pre- 
sented him with the aforementioned 
He accepted the offered off- 
Spring with transports of joy, his wife 
was returned to the heaven whence she 
came, and the curtain dropped. The 
third act revealed the coronation of 
the king of the heavenly realm, Yuk 
Wong, amid magnificent ceremomies 
in which ministers, embassadors, sub- 
jects and representatives of all the na- 
tions then existing, and including the 
sun and the moon, prostrated them- 
selves at his throne, turned  hand- 
springs and otherwise disported them- 
selves in harmony with the calling or 
station they represented. The last two 
acts were strictly of the earth, earthy. 
That is, the heavenly realm, the 
legendary lore, the myths of the past 
resolved themselves 
prosaic historical facts. Soo Churn,

Yin, a warrior of great renown, led 
an army to destroy the rebels which 
infested the country. He was de- 
coyed by one, surrounded’ by thd 
hordes, fell ill, and there is no knows 
ing what-might have happened nex 
but that his betrothed, Lew Kim 
Sing, learning of his plight, valiantly 
mustered another army, successfully 
enemy’s 
lines, rescued him and married him on 
the spot in plain sight of the audiei.ce. 
Now this is but the baldest outline 
of all that transpired on the stage, be- 
cause things were happening every 
minute — and the ‘music’ never 
stopped. Sometimes there was dia- 
logue in the high-keyed weird chant the 
Chinese actor affects when he talks on 
the stage, but most of it was in panto- 
mime, and it was all so interesting, so 
unique, so entirely novel and wholly 
Chinese, and much of it was so eén- 
chantingly funny that the great audi- 
ence remained almost intact to the last. 
The vast spaces in the Pavilion pre- 
vent the united and strenuous efforts of 
the musicians from becoming even dis- 
turbing, and after a bit one can dis- 
cover a certain harmony between what 
the eye sees and the ear hears. The 
yee yen (two-string fiddle,) the sam 
yen (three-string ditto,) the tek (horn,) 
that sounds like'a cross between @& 
clarionet and a bazoo; the bwot (cym- 


-bal,) and the buffalo-hide drum were 


all there and doing their little best, or 
the wielders were, to earn their sal- 
aries, but the changing rhythm, the 
fascination of the broken time, proved 
more enjoyable than otherwise, which 
is saying much in its praise. Of the 
acting it may be said in all truth and 
simple justice, it is the very best of 
its kind. The company is made up of 
the stars from the San Francisco and 
Portland (Or.) theaters, the costumes, 
appointments and accessories are the 
best and richest owned on the conti- 
nent, and nowhere at any time, not 
even at Chicago during the World’s 
Fair, has the Chinese theater been 
seen in such luxurious, such sumptu- 
ous, such regardless-of -expense effect. 
Solid gold embroidery in rich and rare 
designs, brocades stiff with silk em- 
broidery, stuffs of oriental texture and 
ravishing in ‘coloring, and not in 
touches, but in masses in all the cos- 
tumes, all the draperies, all the royal 
parasols and banners, and portieres, 
and a lavish diversity and appar- 
ently no end in number. The acting

sui generis, but even the veriest tyro 
is of necessity impressed with the art 
that is apparent, and the fact that 
there is a meaning in every gesture, in 
each, flicker of an eyelash, in every 
bend of body or head; the women im- 
personators are extremely clever, and 
the dancing of Kwei Far .Hou, who 
represents a maiden of high degree 
with all her coy shyness, her grace an 
her ‘mincing prettiness, is worthy of 
especial mention. In fact, those that 
came to laugh last night. for the most 
part became so engrossed with the re- 
gal magnificence of the ensemble, and 
the real merit of the performance all 
that applause was frequent 
and prolonged, and even the caval 
charge of four ladies on two-legge 
horseback. who reared and cavorted in 
the most diverting manner, did not oc- 
casion unseemly mirth, because they 
took themselves so seriously and evi- 
dently meant so well. . 

On the whole. the Chinese Theater 
may be termed a brilliant success frony 
the verv first performances. The resi- 
dent Chinese, men and women, weré 
out in force last night. and very many 
fashionable people of the city were 
among the patrons, as well as the 
strangers for whose entertainment the 
novel attraction was imported.

BOND ELECTION CALLED. 


COUNCIL’S FINAL ACT TO SECURE 
FUNDS FOR WATERWORKS, 


Low Rate of Interest Fixed—Street 
Opening Proceedings Held Up 
Pending a Judicial Decision—Ir- 
rigators Make Strong Charges, 
Street Department Estimate. 


Anticipating the consideration of 
much important business at he regu- 
lar meeting of the Council yesterday, al} 
the members appeered long before the 
time for the opening of the morning 
session. The several committees pro- 
ceeded to complete their reports and 
the morning session began promptly on 
time. The City Auditor reported as to the 
condition of the funds, the collections 
by the several city departments and 
also as to the filing of certain demands 
against the police pension fund. The 
reports were filed and the demands 
were aproved. The belated annual re- 
port of ex-City Engineer Dockweiler, 
due eight months ago, but filed only a 
few days since, was referred to the Fi- 
rance Commitlee. The annual  esti- 
mate of the Board of Educaiton was 
referred to the City Auditor. 

STREET OPENINGS. 

Ever since the recent decision of 
Juige Shaw in an alley opening pro- 
ceeding, street and alléy opening pro- 
ceedings in the Council have been at 
a standstill. In order that some action 
might be taken either to proceed with 
several proposed openings or to aban- 
don all proceedings pending a decision 
by the Supreme Court, the matter was‘ 
referred to the Citv Attorney for an 
opinion as to what the Council can do. 
His opinion, which is of interest to hun- 
dreds of property-owners, follows: 

“With reference to protest of Morgan 
Oyster Company et al, Mary A. 
Hotchkiss, L. N. Breed et al., John D. 
Bicknell et al. and A. Weil et al., 
@gainst the opening and widening of 
various streets and alleys in the city 
of Los Angeles, referred to me, I 
would say, section 14 of the street- 
opening act of 1889, under which these 
proceedings are had, provides: 

***All objections shall be in writing 
and filed with the clerk of the City 
Council, who shall, at the next meeting 
efter the day fixed im the notice to 
show cause, lay the said objections, if 
any, before the City Council, which 
shall fix a time for hearing the same, 
of which the clerk shall. notify the ob- 

ectorsinthe same manner as objectois 

o the original resolution of intention 
at the time set, or at such other time 
eas the hearing may be adjourned to, 
the City Council shall hear such objec- 
tions and pass upon the same.’ You 
will note from the above that it is 
within the power of the Council to post- 
pone the hearing to some future date.

POSTPONED SIXTY DAYS. 

Action on this part of the City Attor- 
ney’s report was deferred until the 
afternoon session, when the several 
protests referred to in it. were set for 
hearing as special ordersYof business. 
These protests are against (the opening 
ounded by 
Main, Third, Fourth and ring strects; 
the widening of Cental avenue be- 
tween Thalia and Eighth streets; the 
between 
Temple and California streets, and 
against the opening of Kohler street 
between Ninth and Twelfth streets. 
The Council had its choice between the 
abandonment of the several proceed- 
ings and the postponement of the hear- 
ing of the protestants. It chose the lat- 
ter course, and continued the hearings 
until Monday, September 18, at 2 p.m., 
when another continuance will prob- 
ably be ordered. 

WATER-BOND ORDINANCE. 

The City Attorney submitted to the 
Council the final ordinance calling the 
special water-bond election. Before the 
ordinance was read Mr. Toll asked 
what rate of interest was provided for 
in the ordinance. He was informed 
that it was 4 per cent. He suggested 
that the rate of interest be made 3% 
percent. ‘‘The credit of the city of Los 
Angeles is such,” said he, ‘‘that there is 
no doubt about our ability to dispose of 
bonds at*3% per cent. To sell such a 
block of bonds as this at that rate 
would look exceedingly well for the 
city, and would attract to it the atten. 
tion of the financial experts of the 
world. We would perhaps not secure 
the same amount as premium, but in 
the forty years, the jife of the bonds, 
we would more than make up the dif- 
ference in premium by making an an- 
nual saving of one-fourth of 1 per 
cent.” 

He thereupon moved that the rate of 
interest be made 3% per cent., instead 
of 4 per cent., and the motion carried. 
After some delay the estimates and 
plans of the City Engineer for the con- 
Struction of a waterworks svstem 
Were adopted by the Council, the esti- 
mate of cost being $2,090,000. The ordi- 
nance was then read and a number of 
questions as to its provisions were 
asked. Councilman Pessell asked two 
important ones. He wanted to know 
whether, in the event of a willingness 
by the water company to sell the Crys- 
tal Springs property for what a new 
headworks would cost, the city could 
divert the money intended for head- 
works construction to the payment for 
the Crystal Springs company. City At- 
torney Haas, to whom the question was 
put, said there was a doubt as to 
Whether the money voted for head- 
works construction could be used for 
any other purpose, but if the water 
company indicated a desire to sell the 
property at any time before the actual 
so changed as 
purchase sept to make that 

“ir. Pessell then asked whet 
the event of a decision of 
adverse to the arbitration and de- 
claring that arbitration invalid, the 
city could use the money voted for 
the purpose of paying the award, to 
construct.an entirely new system. The 
City Attorney replied that while it 
is not probable that the money could 
be used for any other purpose except 
that for which it is voted, that need 
not deter the Council from acting. If 
the 

award of the board of arbitration 
was held to be invalid by the courts, 
the city could pay the amount of the 
award on account, and then secure 
possession of the waterworks system, 
nending a final determination of the 
value of the “improvements” men- 
tioned in the contract. There are two 
ways ‘of securing such a determination 
of value. One is by another arbitra- 
tion, and the other is to apply to the 
courts and have a jury fix the value 
of the system. In the opinion of the 
City Attorney, the money voted would 
not lie unused, but would be needed 
by the city at once. The ordinance 
was then adopted by the unanimous 
vote of the Council. 

The ordinance provides that if the 
bond proposition receives the neces- 
Sary two-thirds vote at the election to 
be held August 23, the bonds shall 
at once be issued. There are to be 
2080 bonds of $1000 each and forty 
bonds of $250 each. They will bear 
the date of and begin drawing in- 
terest on November 1, and the interest 
is to be payable semi-annually, om 
November 1 and May 1. One-fortieth 
of the principal is to be paid each 
year. The reduction of the rate of 
interest from 4 per cent. to 3% per 
cent. will save the ‘city something 
over $10,500 during the life of the 
bonds. That there will be much com- 
petition when the bonds are placed on 
sale is certain, for a number of in- 
quiries have been received already 
from eastern bond-buyers. That’ the 
bonds will be voted by the people is 
considered a foregone conclusion. 

In the matter of the suit of A. 
Puissegur and others against the 
city et al., the City Atterney recom- 
mended that a disclaimer be filed on 
the part of the city, as the city has 
no interest in the property, the title 
to which is sought ta be quieted. The 
recommendation was concurred in. 

The City Clerk presented the final 
ordinance ordering the improvement of 
Turner street between Vignes and 
Center streets. It was adopted under 
a suspension of the rules. 

The Health Officer officially notified 
the Council that smallpox has been en- 
tirely stamped out in this city, no cases 
now being under treatment. He called 
the attention of the Council to the fact 
that there had been no provision for the 
care of the City Hospital. That place 
is not now in use, and as it is necessary 
that the property be cared for, the 
Health Officer suggested that a keeper 
be appointed for the place. When the 
report was read there was a disposition 
to refar it to a committee, but inas- 
much as J. A. McEvoy has been doing 
the city excellent service since the first 
case of smallpox developed in this city, 
it was decided to give him the position 
of keeper of the hospital. His salary 
was not fixed, but it is understood that 
for the present his salary is to be $30 
per month in addition to the free occu- 
pancy of the hospital buildings and the 
payment of his incidental expenses. 

DID NOT INDORSE IT. 

When the report of Street Sprinkling 
Inspector Shumway with reference to 
the manner in which the _ street 
sprinkling contract is being performed 
was read there was quite a difference 
of opinion as to what should be done 
with it. It was admitted that the mo- 
tion calling for this report should have 
ordered the Streét Superintendent, un- 
der whose control the inspector is sup- 
posed to be, to make the report. In- 
stead the Street Superintendent was not 
considered in the report until it came 
before the Council and then it was won- 
dered why it did not bear his indorse- 
ment. Shumway had told Superintend- 
ent Drain of the report before he filed 
it, but of course the latter had not 
handled it, as it was a matter between 
the inspector and the Council. Some of 
the Councilmen wanted. the report re- 
ferred to a committee, and others de- 
sired other reference of it, the difference

Engineer were the following ordinances, 
all of which were adopted under sus- 
pension of the rules: Final ordinance 
changing and establishing the grade of 
Loomis street between Orange and 
Sixth street; ordinance granting per- 
mission to property-owners to improve 
Childs street between Washington and 
Twentieth by private contract; ordinance 
of intention for the grading, etc., of the 
intersection of Beaudry avenue and 
First street. With reference to the re- 
port of the Health Officer recommend- 
ing that some change be made in tle, 
location of the sewer on Grand avenue 
between First and Court streets, the 
City Engineer advised that about 250 
feet of that sewer be taken up and re- 
laid. He estimated the cost of the work 


at $250. 

BIDS FOR BRIDGES. 
Bids were received yesterday for the 
construction of the four proposed city 
bridges, the second call for bids being 
necessary because Sawyer & Arthur de- 
faulted on the contract which had been 
awarded to them. The bids were as

MAY NOT GET IT. 
The Board of Health notified the 
Council of its approval of the request of 
Health Officer Powers for the appoint- 
ment of an assistant Health Officer, 
for an appropriation to increase the 
size and efficiency of the health de- 
partment laboratory and for a contin- 
gent fund of $10,000, to be used by that 
department in event of such an emer- 
gency as that which confronted it last’ 
year. The matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee. Some of the mem- 
bers of the Council doubted the ability 
of that body to grant all the requests, 
owing to the present condition of the 
city’s funds. The matter will be taken 
up in the preparation of the annual ap- 
portionment of funds, and if there is 


reference to them by the City Attor- 
ney, the hearings were postponed for 
sixty days.

A -long petition from the,property- 
owners of the Fourth and Fifth wards, 
in which they ask that additional po- 
lice protection be given them, was re- 
ferred to the Board of Police GCommis- 
sioners. It will probably result in that 
body’s again requesting that the police 
force be increased. 

PRODUCE MEN PROTEST. 

The. following protest, signed by 
fifty-five persons and. firms, was re- 
ceived and referred to the Board of 
Publie Works for investigation: 

“We, the undersigned, believing that 
the Los Angeles public market is not 
being conducted in a manner conducive 
to the best interests of the city and the 
producers of the surrounding country, 
tributary to the city, and that an tn- 
justice is being done to the majority 
of the legitimate fruit and produce- 
dealers, both wholesale and _ retail, 
therefore petition your honorable body 
to take such action as will cause to be 
removed from the market building all 
dividing partitions between the stalls, 
and all gates and other means now 
used by occupants of the stalls for en- 
closing them, practically converting 
them into warehouses and permanent 
places of business, for which. the occu- 
pants pay but a nominal rental. They 
are thereby enabled to work a great in- 
jury to the wholesale and retail fruit 
and produce business of this city, and 
also put producers under a great disad- 
vantage by almost entirely crowding 
them out of the market building, which 
is now used principally by jobbers who 
deal largely in products from outside 
districts, such as Fresno, Bakersfield, 
Watsonville, etc., to the detriment of 
local products. And we further pray 
that you will cause the market build- 
ing to be opened at 3 a.m. and closed at 
8 a.m., from April 1 to October 1, and 
opened and closed one hour later during 
the winter months. 

“This matter is of vital importance 
to the undersigned merchants and tax-. 
payers, and also to the producers from 
the surrounding country, doing busi- 
ness at the market, and we respectfully 
petition your honorable body to give us 
the relief we ask.” 

The property-owners and business 
men on Main street between Temple 
street and the Plaza, petitioned for an 
extension of the system of hand-sweep- 
ing of the streets to that part of the 
city. As compliance with this petition 
would necessitate an additional expen- 
diture the matter was referred to the 
Finance Committee. 

Immediately after the adjournment 
of the Council it was organized as the 
Board of Equalization. President Sil- 
ver was unanimously chosen chairman. 
As the clerk had t6 prepare his minutes 
of the Council session the board ad- 
journed until this morning at 10 
o’clock. At that hour the reading of 
the assessment rolls will be begun. This 
will continue until nearly the end of 
the week, when the hearing of applica- 
tion for reductions in the assessments 
for taxation purposes will be begun. 
Property-owners who desire to apply 
for reductions in their assessments may 
secure the necessary blanks at the City 
Clerk’s office.

A numerously-signed petition from 
the irrigators residing in the south- 
eastern part of the city was presented. 
In it some rather severe criticisms are 
made of the manner in which the busi- | 
ness of the Water Overseer’s office is | 
conducted. It is stated that, although | 
the irrigators in the city are greatly in | 
need of water, and their crops are in| 
danger of being totally ruined, yet the 
Water Overseer either sells water out- 
side the city or permits it to be di- 
verted so as to reach outside points. 
They also complain strongly about the 
alleged waste of water at the Cudahy 
Packing Company’s plant, and at the 
plant of the National Ice Company. It 
is asserted in the petition that were it 
not for this diversion and waste of 
water they could be supplied with a 
sufficient quantity to save their crops, 
and they therefore appeal to the Coun- 
cil to investigate the matter and to 
take such acion thereafter as to the 
members seems just and right. J. N. 
Phillips, Esq., represented the petition- 
ers, and said that while he knew that 
the allegations in the petition are 
strong, they do not exaggerate the con- 
dition of affairs. He considered that 
the matter merited an immediate inves- 
tigation, and asked that something be 
dene at once if at all, as the petitioners 
are now suffering for want of water. 
The members of the Council showed a 
disposition to take up the matter at 
once, and it was referred to the Zanja 
Committee to make an investigation 
this week. 

Mr. Pessell wanted the Council to 
order the sprinkling of certain un- 
graded streets in the Sixth Ward, and 
asked first that the Street Superintend- 
ent, and later the Finance Committee 
make the necessary arrangements 
therefor with the street-sprinkling 
contractor.

VAN GORDER DISCHARGED 


JUDGE TRASK GRANTS A WRIT 
OF HABEAS CORPUS, 


Justice James’s Interpretation of 
the Law, However, Upheld in 
Every Particular — Attachment 
Proceedings Again Under Way. 


Judge Trask of Department Four of 
the Superior Court, yesterday granted 
the application. of Arthur G. Van 
Gorder for a writ of habeas corpus, 
and ordered his discharge from the 
custody of the Sheriff, to which he 
had been committed for contempt of 
court by Justice William P. James 
of the Township Court. In a lengthy 
opinion delivered on the subject, Judge 
Trask, however, fully sustained the 
interpretation of the law as made by 
Justice James in relation to the case 
of Compton vs. Hitchcock and Van 
Gorder. Van Gorder obtained his re- 
lease by a technicality. , 

Justice James had ‘held that when 
his predecessor, Justice Young, at- 
tempted to set aside the judgment 
against Van Gorder, three months 
after the same had been entered by 
default, that he acted without juris- 
diction, and that his act was void. 
Judge Trask sustains Justice James 
in his position as to the law, and 
says, as Justice oe, suggested ‘to 

and his attorney several 
ven that Van Gorder should 
have brought his action in the Supe- 
rior Court to set aside the judgment, 
instead of relying a motion made 
so long after the judgment had been 
entered

As a matter of fact, application for 
a fresh writ of attachment against 
Van Gorder has already been made, 
and service will probably be had upon 
him today, if he is in the city. Con- 
sequently, Van Gorder. stands a chance 
of having some more fines imposed 
upon him, if he still persists in hold- 


Ang Justice James’s authority in the 
matter in contempt. 
Van Gorder is the High School 


teacher who was fined to the extent of 
$279 by Justice James and eventually 
ordered to be ccimmitted to imprison- 
meat in the Covrty Jail for contempt 
of court in refusing to answer qués- 
tions In suppiemental proceedings in 
connection with the enforcement of a 
judgment tendered against him as far 
back as October 15, 1895. Van Gorders 


was based on the contention that the 
judgment in question had been set 
aside by James’s predecessor on the 
bench, Justice Young, in January, 1896. 
Just:cce James, when called to 
enforee the originel judgment, agreed 
With Willian Crawford, counsel for R. 
£. Compten, hoider of the judgment, 
that Justice Young erred in setting it 
aside, as the time in which he had 
power to do so had elapsed before the 
action was taken. Considering the rev- 
ocation of the judgment void, Justice 
James was obliged to insist upon its 
enforcement. Van Gorder, acting upon 
the advice of his counsel, Will 
Gould, however, refused to answer 
questions in supplemental proceedings 
instituted by Compton, in order to 4s- 
certain what assets he had that were 
subject to execution. Then the trou- 
ble began. 

As Van Gorder refused to recognize 
Justice James’s authority, fine after 
fine was imposed upon him until the 
court records called for $270 in the ag- 
gregate. No effort was made to en- 
force payment of the fines, but finally 
the court felt constrained to order him 
into custody until he would purge him- 
selfofcontempt by answering the ques- 
tions put to him. But before the com- 
mitment was served upon him, a writ 
of habeas corpus was applied for. The 
culprit: thus came under the jurisdic- 
tion of the higher court, Judge Trask 
says on this point: 

“The petitioner’ committed no con- 
tempt in refusing to submit to an ex- 
amination in the Justice court at a time 
when he was required to be in the Su- 
perior Court in obedience to this writ. 
No further proceedings, after the is- 
suance and servite of the writ, pending 
the hearing thereon, could lawfully be 
taken in the Justice court. At the time 
when the petitioner was being com- 
mended by the Justice to answer ques- 
tions, the petitioner was, as, we have 
seen, in contemplation of law, in the 
custody and subject to the orders of the 
Superior Court: The Justice had then 
no authority or jurisdiction to make 
any order concerning the custody of the 
person of the petitioner. It follows that 
the order then made committing the 
pétitioner to the County Jail is unau- 
thorized and void. For this reason it 
is considered that the petition should 
be granted and the petitioner dis- 
charged.” 

But in all other respects Judge Trask 
upholds the course of Justice James, 
and Van Gorder is, therefore, no bet- 
ter off than he was before. - 

It may not be irrelevant in this con- 
nection to state that Van Gorder se- 
cured his position in the High School 
through the influence of Judge Trask 
who was at the time a member of the 
City Board of Education. Judge Trask 
is very friendly to Van Gorder, but it 
is not assumed that his friendship for 
the petitioner in any way influenced his 
decision in this interesting habeas cor- 


pus case. 
COL. FOX VINDICATED. 


Complaint for Assault With Deadly 
Weapon Dismissed. — 

When Col. E. R. Fox was arrested 
a week ago yesterday on complaint of 
P. L. Brunette, on the charge@bf as- 
sault with a deadly weapon, he de- 
clared that he was the person most 2g- 
grieved and that he would be dis- 
charged as soon as the court was made 


perpetrated upon him. Col. Fox’s confi- 
dence in clearing himself of the grave 
charge was not misplaced. He was 
held to answer by Justice Morgan at 
the preliminary examination several 
days ago. An information against him 
wes filed in the Superior Court by the 
District Attorney yesterday morning, 
but later in the day, after the District 
Attorney had read the transcript of 
the evidence taken in the lower court, 
he appeared in Department One and 
moved the dismissal of the case, on the 
ground that the cause did not warrant 
a conviction. The motion was granted, 
and Col. Fox, who had temporarily 
been in the custody of the Sheriff, was 
discharged. 

Brunette, the man who caused Col. 
Fox to be arrested, is married to the 
colonel’s niece. He is a house-painter 
and decorator by trade, but Fox re- 
gards him as a worthless, shiftless fel- 
low. The Brunettes had their home 
with Col Fox on Orange street until 
recently, when they moved away owing 
to strained relations with Col. Fox, who 
did not approve of the conduct of his 
niece and her husband. On July 10 Mrs. 
Brunette returned to Col. Fox’s resi- 
dence, ostensibly to get some of her 
belongings which she had not taken 
away when she moved. When she re- 
turned to her home later.in the day, 
she told her husband that Col. Fox had 
chastised her with a horsewhip. Bru- 
nette then went to Col. Foxs house 
and gave him a severe beating, which 
resulted in Fox’s putting Brunette to. 
flight at the point of a revolver. 

Col. Fox’s version .of the affair is 
that Brunette tiptoed into his house 
and sprang upon his back as he was 
rising from a couch upon which he 
was retlining. Fox was borne to the 
floor, and was powerless to defend him- 
self, except to strike his assailant a 
few ineffective blows in the back of 
the head. Brunette having the advan- 
tage of being on top, struck Fox a 
powerful blow in the face which broke 
the skin and discolored his right eye. 
On regaining his feet Fox made a rush 
for his pistol, while Brunette took to 
his heels. The weapor dropped from 
its holster and was discharged as it 
struck the floor. This frightened Bru- 
nette into the belief that he had been 
fired at. and he mounted his bicycle 
and rode away as rapidly as he could. 
Col. Fox fired one shot over his head 
as he was receding in the distance, but 
avers that he did not try to hit him. 

Although feeling thet he has just 
cause to complain against Brunette 
for assault and battery, Col. Fox says 
he will not seek redress in the Police 
Court. The incident, 80 far of he is 
concerned, is closed.

of mismanagement of the company’s 
affairs by George W. Brookins, since 
the death of Mrs. Akins’s husband. 
Owing to this alleged mismanagement, 
the widow has been reduced to. sore 
financial straits, and been forced to 
leave her home and go to work in 
other people’s kitchens, in order’ to 
earn a living. Mrs. Akins has _in- 
terests in the company estimated a 
short time ago at upward of $2000, but 
She derives no material benefit from 
her holdings under existing conditions; 
hence she wishes to have the business 
of the partnership wound up, so that 
she may get out of it. 

The old firm of Akins & Brookins 
owned two wells in the western part 
of the local oil field, which are said 
to produce about 400 barrels a month. 
Akins & Brookins did a.gocd business 
until they branched out, took in addi- 
tional partners, organized under the 
name of the Brookins Oil Company, 
and bored new wtlls, which have not 
proved productive. The original two 
wells were not included in the general 
partnership, but it is alleged’ that 
Brookins since Akins’s death has used 
the proceeds of these to bolster up 
the new company. The debts are esti- 
mated at between $5000 and $6000. 

As to the value of the assets, Mrs. 

kins’s attorney has not been able 

0 secure a satisfactory estimate. He 
was not willing -to take the mere 
statement of Brookins, or of any of 
his agents, on the subject, and yes- 
terday asked the court to appoint an 
expert to appraise the propérty. Judge 
Allen suggested L. G. Parker as a 
competent appraiser. The suggestion 
was agreeable to the defense, and the 
plaintiff was empowered to employ Mr. 
Parker for that purpose, at plaintiff's 
expense. 

A certified check for $1250 was filed 
with the court, in behalf of the de- 
fense, as a tender for Mrs. Akins’s 
interests. An indemnity bond for 
$1000 was also filed by the defense, 
pending the settlement of the partner- 
ship differences. Judge Allen advised 
the parties to the suit to enter into 
an equitable arrangement for the set- 
tlement of the debts, and the winding 
up of the partnership, so as to let Mrs. 
Akins out with her just share of the 
remnant of the proceeds of the prop- 
erty after the debts are paid. Pending 
further attempts at settlement, court 
proceedings in the case have been in- 
definitely continued. H. S. Rollins is 
referee in the case. 


BIRD FLOPS HIS WINGS. 


The Alleged Forger Testifies in His 
Own Behalf. 


The people rested in the trial of R. A. 
Bird for forgery in Department One of 
the Superior Court yesterday, and the 
defendant then went on the witness 
stand to testify in his own defense. At 
his former trial he did not trust himself 
to give evidence, but as conviction re- 
sulted at that time, the matter cannot 
be made worse by any admissions he 
may or may not make upon the witness 
stand now. 

The line of defense was clearly shown 
by the questions which defendant's 
counsel, H. C. Dillon, asked of him in 
direct examination. The questions and 
answers, glibly given as though re- 
hearsed for the occasion, were calcu- 
lated to besmirch the character of G. 
J. Griffith, the employer whose confi- 
dence, according to all preceding evi- 
dence, Bird basely betrayed. Counsel 
for the defense still seems to be labor- 
ing under the impression that it is 
Griffith, and not Bird, who is on trial 
for felony. 

The first witness of the day was Con- 
rad Scheerer, who was called by the 
prosecution to show Bird’s readiness to 
write checks signed by his employer’s 
name. Nothing important developed in 
his testimony, however. 

Mrs. H. G. Wheedon, wife of the pro- 
prietor of the Canary Cottage, on the El 
Monte road, was then called by‘the 
prosecution, in order to relate the cir- 
cumstances about Bird’s visit to the 
roadhouse in company with Carmen 
Montez, prior to the exposure of his al- 
leged forgeries; his alleged attempt at 
suicide and talk about burnin a bunch 
of checks while on a spree at the cot- 
tage with the Montez woman. All the 
essential information asked for of Mrs. 
Wheedon was ruled out, but Deputy 
District Attorney McComas succeeded 
in getting the effect of it before the 
jury in his general statement of what 
he expected to prove by the witness. 

G. J. Griffith was.recalled in order to 
be questioned in regard to forged checks 
other than those on which the prosecu- 
tion is based. 

Captain of Detectives A. J. Bradish, 
former secretary for Griffith and the 
Briswalter Land Company, was ex- 
amined as to the manner in which he 
inadvertently gave Griffith the cue that 
Bird was betraying his trust. Bradish 
related how, while trying to trace a 
$50 bill that had been reported to the 
police as having been stolen, he 
learned at a bank that Bird had 
cashed a check there that very day 
and received in part payment a $50 bill 
corresponding to the one alleged to 
have been stolen. Witness went at 
once to Griffith’s office to ask Bird toa 
show him the bill if he still had it. 
Bird was not in, but Mr. Griffith, who 
was there, told him Bird was at the 
Courthouse attending to some business 
for him. Griffith called Bird by tele- 


phone and told him Bradish wished to

appearance. Bradish told Griffith 
about Bird drawing money at the 
bank. This was a surprise to Griffith, 
and the investigation which he started 
as the result of this hint innocently 
given, led to the conclusion that Bird 
had been robbing his employer sys- 
tematically. Capt. Bradish was not 
allowed to testify fully as to the con- 
versation between Griffith and Bird 
by telephone in his. presence, and the 
defense also took gare that he did not 
unburden himself of any of his infer- 
ences or conclusions. 

Capt. Bradish was the last witness 
for the people, and Bird then went on 
the witness stand to tell what a bad 
man G. J. Griffith is.

NEW YORK MARKETS. 


Shares and Money. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT} 
NEW YORK, July 17.—The stock market 
today was an aimless and insignificant af- 
fair, except so far as the dullness and neglect 
were significant of the doubt in many minds 
over the money outlook. Operations were 


by the room traders. This kind of trading 
resulted in only trivial net changes, mest of 
which were on the side of losses. The range 
of prices was quite wide during the day. 
Many stocks at times rose a shade over Sat- 
urcay, and then dropping from one. to two 
points. The latter part of the day was de- 
voted to a desultory covering movement, 
which reclaimed most of the earlier losses. 
Even Brooklyn Transit, which was the cen- 
ter of the day’s weakness, recovered to with- 
in % of Saturday's close, but yielded sharply 
to bear pressure in the final dealings. Labor 
troubles played a large part in the day’s 
market, Brooklyn Transit being most con- 
spicucusly affected by reason of the strike 
among its employés. The stocks opened off 
1%, and Manhattan and Metropolitan Street 
Railway were keenly affected in sympathy, 
the former losing 1% and the latter 3 points. 
Brocklyn Transit was vigorously supported 
by inside interests, and quickly rallied ‘a 
point, giving the short interest, which is sup- 
posed to be large, small opportunity to cover. 
Later the stocks went down an extreme 2%, 
when the news came that the street-car st‘ike 
in Cleveland had been renewed, as it was 
feared this might presage a general sympa-: 
thetic strike. People’s Gas and Federal Steel, 
being Flower specialties, were depressed in 
sympathy with the Brooklyn stocks. Ameri- 
can Smelting moved upward on the decision 
of the Colornao Supreme Court against the 
constitutionality of the State’s eight-hour 
law, the conflicting interpretation of which 
led to the emelter strike. Tin Plate moved 
upward on the wage scale agreement, and 
the advance in the price of the product. Late 
weakness of Brooklyn Transit and a break in 
Sugar of nearly two points brought the most 
active selling movement of the day. There 
were very persistent rumors that gold would 
go from New York this week. The absence 
of ony announeement ef any gold shipmént 
by tomorrow’s steamer was a factor in the 
late recovery of the market, which brought 
prices generally back to near Saturday’s 
close.

LONDON IS PINCHED. 


WEEK OF FLURRY IN THE MONEY 
MARKET. 


Pank of England Controls the Situ- 
ation and Interest Rates nre Ad- 
vancing—Political Fears Engen- 
dered by Transvaal Dispute 
Cause Caution—Great Demand 
for Currency. 


[A. P. EARLY MORNING REPORT.] 
NEW YORK,“July 17.—The Times’ L<-ndon 
financial correspondent cables as follows: 

“This has been a week of flurry in the 
money market. All anticipations of enre 
have been completely falsified, and disc:unt 
houses have been badly caught. Instead of 
the market escaping from the grasp of the 
Bank of England, it continues so dependent 
that the bank for the last few days has de- 
Renerated all the fine discount business, 
other credit establishments being h2l.-par- 
alyzed by fright. No appreciuble ec -Iming 
eftect has yet been produced by the advance 
in the rate to 3% per cent. The Bank of 
England is not only discounting at that fiz- 
ure, but still lending smail amounts at 4'4 
per cent. 

“A variety of causes have been at work, 
Political fears, engendered by the Transvaal 
dispute, induce caution, but that, though it 
has been blamed, is not the true force o: 
the existing’ pressure, for such fears usually 
tend to make money easy. If people are n-t 
instituted to use judgment, ercdis ennnot 
be obtained. Credit is reali¥ more in demani 
and more employed than ever, because in- 
ternal trade is eo active. It is otherwise 
with domestic business, thanks to the enor- 
mous outlay on account of the warlike prepa- 
rations, especially ironclads. All the dock- 
yards are excessively busy, and all armor- 
plate works, all blast furnaces on) all en- 
gine shops accordingly. The result hag been 
an unprecedented demand fcr currency, with 
which to pay wages, and form banking credit 
in every branch of business. Nothing proves 
this better than the fact that sovereigns are 
being dispatched to Scotland. More than the 
amount of the new gold bought by the Bank 
of England is passing circulation in this and 
other directions. The consequence is that the 
London credit market is unusually pinched 
for metals at the moment when the demand 
upon it is much in excess of previous experi: 
ence. Then also we begin to suffer from the 
effect of the reckless extravagance of the 
past few years, and several minor and one 
important credit institution this week have 
been whispered against; for no discovered 
reason. Our commitments in support of the 
German bankers are still enormous. At all 
points the market is being pulled upon, and 
it would not be surprising to see the bank 
rate 4 per cent. next week. The discount 
houses are quoting 3% to 3% per cent. There 
would be nothing deadly in that were our 
market alone hard up, but it might be pro- 
ductive of considerable mischief from the 
mere fact that all markets are alike incapa- 
ble of rendering each other assistance. It 
is strange that in spite of the encrmous pro- 
duction of metal the scramble between the 
markets for it should threaten to become 
£0 intense in the coming autumn as to upset 
the coach somewhere. 

‘‘No failures have been reported, but there 
need be no surprise should some ocrur. Sev- 
eral small! discount firms compe‘ed Jast month 
for bills to arrive in July, until they drove 
the rate below 2 per cent.,.and one house at 
least contracted to buy Indian bank bills ar- 
riving all through July at 1%. Heavy lors is 
inevitable from this sort of trading. Then, 
also, more than one bad. squall has alreedy 
happened on the continent, by which the 
European market has beenhit.”’

DEATH OF A, A. LIBDY, A FAMOUS 
‘CHICAGO PACKER. 


House, Known All Over the World. 
Bicycle Shop of L. Southwick 


Attached—Bulletin of Addrenrs 
Before Board of Trade on Water 
Resources, 


PASADENA, July 17.~[Re@ular Correspond- 
ence] A. A. Libby, a Chicago millionaire, 
with. a home here, diced tonight, the second 
Chicago-Pasadena capitalist to pass away 
within a week. Mr. Libby was the founder 
and Mead of the famous: pocking-house of 
Libby, McNeil & Libby, known all over the 
world. He had been in feeble health for a 
long time, and his death at 7:30 o'clock this 
evening at his fine residence at No. % Orange 
Grové avenue was not unexpected. His wife 
died here about three months ago. 

Mr, Libby was 67 years of age. He was 
born in’ Maine in 1832, ond passed the 
earlier part of his life in Portland. He went 
to Chicago in 1854, when the meat-packing 
business had hardly been born. He saw 
great possibilities in it, and bought a patent 
process for tinning. meats, which proved a 
great success, and was the foundation of sev- 
eral immense fortunes. His brother and Mr. 
MoNeil, a Chicago capitalist, became asso- 
ciated with him, and they gradually built 
up one of the greatest business corporations 
in Chicago, with branch houses in all parts 
of the globe. Their agencies are os well 
known in London, India or Egypt as in this 
country. They sell tinned meats for all the 
armies of Europe. The potentates of the 
world have been their customers. If Mr. 
Libby cpuld relate the story of his business 
life it would read like a romance. 

It was overwork that broke Mr. Libby down 
about six years ago. He then came to Pag- 


-adena; and has lived a retired life here ever 


since.» He never went out, and was always 
accompanied by an attendant. He thought 
he might rally, but he gradually faded away. 
Although not able to do any business, he re- 
mained the nominal preSident of .the corpo- 
ration to this day. His brother and Mr.

Brought to Ensenada on Mexican 
Man-of-War—Coming Overland 
to San Diego Afoot and Horsc- 
back—Indian Trics to Kill a Bar- 
keeper—Coronndo Notes. 


SAN DIEGO, July 17. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] Late Saturday afternoon word 
was reccived that the Mexican man-of-war 
Democrata had steamed into the harbor with 
123 stranded miners from the Sierra Pintada 
whom she had picked up at San 
Roque Landing. Officers of the Democrata 
had landed at San Roque, and finding the 
destitute condition. of these unfortunates, 
Capt, Ureell decided the only humanitarian 
thing to do was to get them up to some port 
from which they might get home. There 
were ninety-eight Americons and twenty-five 
Mexicans, including two women, in the party. 
Upon their arrival at Ensenada these return- 
ing prospectors learned that there would be 
no way of returning north until next Satur- 
cay, when the St. Denis sails, so as many as 
were able started out Sunday morning with 
teams and suddle horses for the overland 
trip cf 100 miles to San D'egs. Most of them 
will arrive by Tuesday night. The fact that 
the St. Denis would have touched at San 
Roque within two or three days docs not al- 
lay their joy at being the recimients of such 
a pleasant relief from their sufferings. 

ATTEMPTED MURDER.

Angeles than will ever be realized. 

While Capt. Fraziér freely gave all 
of his time and means in the prosecu- 
tion of his chosen work, yet there were 
many necessary expenses connected 
with it, for meeting which he depended 
upon voluntary contributions. His 
sudden death has left some such debts 
unprovided for, and it seems to us that 
our citizens will regard it as a sacred 
privilege to contribute to the payment 
of these obligations. ee

ANNUAL SESSION OF CHAUTAUQUA 


. ASSEMBLY OPENED. 


Heartiest Welcome Extended by an 
Immense Gathering—Rev. Wat- 
son Lectures on “The Life and 
Art of Michael Angele.” 


LONG BEACH, July 17.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The town extended its heartiest 
welcome to the Chautauqua Assembly, which 
opened its fourteenth annual session tonight. 
The exercises, whic were free, were wit- 
nessed by a gathering that fairly packed the 
Tabernacle. The decorations, which were 
the work of a committee of citizens of the 
town, were notably elaborate. The national 
colors were effectively mingled with the 
greenery and the brilliant flora of potted 
plants. 

The evening’s programme opened with a 
vocal duet by Misses Lulu E. Pieper and 
Matie Williams, followed by readings by Lee 
Emerson Bassett. Mis. S. H. Blakeslee ren- 
dered a piano solo, and prayer was offered 
by Rev. Charles Stevens. Arthur L. Hamil- 
ton, Deputy County Superintendent of 
Schools, who is presiding over the assembly, 
made a brief speech, outlining the work of 
the Chautauqua and congratulating Long | 
Beach on its recent rapid growth. Rev. E. 
R. Watson of Santa Ana delivered an illus- 
trated lecture on “The Life and Art of 
Michael Anegelo.’’ In introducing his subject 
the speaker made a strong plea for the study 
of art and the lives of great artists. _In a 
great popular movement like the Chautauqua 
undertaking, which aims at practical educa- 
tion for busy people, if a prejudice exist 
against the study of art, it is owing to an 
improper separation of the purposes of the 
two great subjects, science and art. Our 
age is the age of knowing how and why. 
The science of the world is crowding out the 
art of the world. Men have all the science 
of pleading, preaching and painting, but 
there are but a few great advocates, or 
preachers, or painters. We are elaborating 
a complete science of religion and theology, 
but are losing the art of being religious, or 
godly. The study of art is the study of na- 
ture, under the additional facination of an 
acquaintance with a personality. The artist 
is a man of accomplishments. Michael An- 
g@elo was born March 6, 1475. His father was 
of an ancient Florentine family, the Burna- 
rotti. 

In speaking of the influence of Florence 
upon the life and art of Michael Angelo, the 
Jecturer quoted Herman Grimm's tribute to 
the beautifal city: ‘‘Florence still lives. If 
at the present day we look down from the 
heights of the old Fiesole, on the mountain- 
side north of the city, the cathedral of Flor- 
ence, Santa Maria del Fiore, with its cupola 
and slender bell tower, and the churches, 
palaces and houses, and the walls that in- 
close them; still lie in the depth below as 
they did in the years gone by. All is stand- 
ing upright and undecayed. The city is like 
a flower which, when fully blown, instead 
of withering on its stock turned as it were 
into stene. Florence has never becn takon 
by assault, ner destroyed, nor chonged by 
sce all-devastating fire. The buildirgs of 
which the historians tell stand there almost 
as if they had crown up stone by stone to 
charm and gratify our eyes.”’ 

During-the activity of Michael Angclo the 
studies of Copernicus changed the whole 
world system. The adventures and discov- 
eries of Columbus gave the roces a new world 
and new ambitions. The invention of the 
printing press made. entirely new mental 
conditions possible to man, and the preaching 
of Luther, Savonarola and other reformers 
enlarged the world’s religious life. Emerson 
says every moment of our lives is related to 
eternity. So the life of the great master 


derful century, and his creations seem to be 
prophetic of a new humanity. Of Michael 
Are@elo’s creations in the world of art it will 
suffice to repeat the eloquent passage of Cas- 
telar: ‘‘Frem the heights of the Colloseum 
you would see the inhabitants of the eternal 
city, useless it is to search among a race

A Bicyclist Foreed to Make a 
perate Choice.

hoofs of a horse, and chose the trolley 
car. 


Police Business. 

That the burglar’s pathway is not 
all thorns is proven by the fact that 51 
deors were found unfastened by the 
police sergeants during the month of 
June. This is recorded in the regular 
monthly statistical report of the po- 
lice department, completed yesterday 
by Police Secretary Cottle. During 
June there were 356 arrests, and of 
these cases 277 resulted in convic- 
tions, six in holdings to answer, and 
67 in dismissals.. Six are still pend- 
ing. Of the 356 arrests, 130 were for 
intoxication, and 107 for disturbance 
af the peace. The detectives recov- 
ered stolen property of an estimated 
value of $734. The jail served 3881 
meals, and 258 days’ work were per- 
formed by the chain gang prisoners. 
The police surgeon attended to 72 
cases, and 42 destitute persons were 
given a night’s lodging. During the 
month $873 was taken in in fines by 
the police courts. 


A Sandy Man Disappears. 

Tom Brown of Sandy, Ariz., has dis- 
appeared, and the police are trying 
to find his whereabouts, at the in- 
stance of W. E. Frost of Kingman, 
Ariz. Brown is a man of 48, very 
dark, and he looks somewhat like a 
Mexican. though he is a German and 
speaks with a marked German §ac- 
cent.

POLICE COURT. 


A Juvenile Harness Thief Doesn’t 
Know How it Happened, 

Donald Mé¢Donald, a gawky lad of 18, 
was fined $75 yesterday by Justice Mor- 
gan for stealing a set of harness valued 
at $5 from Mrs. Mary Leinan. When 
asked if he had anything to say in his 
own. defense, the boy carefully exam- 
ined the spots on his hat and said no. 
He couldn’t explain how he happened 
to turn aside from the narrow path, so 
after a little lecture Justice Morgan im- 
posed a heavy fine, which was immedi- 
ately paid by the boy’s brother. 

M. Bevan, a stalwart negro, whose 
trial for begging was on the calendar 
for yesterday, demanded a jury trial, 
and refused to be satisfied with less 
than a full jury. He has already been 
in jail about a week, and as Justice 
Morgan declared it would be impossible 
to hold the trial before August 1, Be- 
van will spend another fortnight be- 
hind stone walls. To all attempts to 
persuade him that it would be wise to 
plead guilty, in which case he would 
probably be given a suspended sen- 
tence, the negro-has replied that he is 
not guilty, and that he intends to have 
a full jury trial. ‘I didn’t beg,’’ he 
says. .“I jes’ asked for somethin’ to 
eat.”” He says that for a year past he 
has been doing the same thing all over 
California, and never before has any 
one interfered with him. 

Della Andrews paid a $10 fine for 
soliciting on the streets, and Hom 
Young paid $10 as a penalty for having 
sold a lottery ticket to a policeman. F. 
O. Bailey handed over $1 for having 
violated the hitching ordinance. 

S. E. Spier was charged by two boys 
with having on June 29 locked them in 
his store in order to terrorize them into 
paying a bill which they allege was not 
due. Spier’s side of the story is that 
the boys returned with two rented bi- 
cycles, after having smashed the rim 
of the front wheel of one, and that they 
refused to pay for the damage, alleg- 
ing that it was not their fault, but that 
the wheel had simply collapsed because 
it was made of poor material. A hot 
dispute ensued. Spier says that the 
reason he closed the door was not that 
he wished to imprison the boys, but 
that he wanted to keep the crowd out. 
The court decided in his favor, and the 
misdemeanor charge against him was 
dismissed. 

On July 2 Ah Mow, whods a leader in 
local Chinese affairs, had Wong Wing 
arrested on a charge of grand larceny, 
alleging that his friend had run off 
with some $180 entrusted to his keep- 
ing. Wong Wing was overtaken just 
as he was boarding a steamer for San 
Francisco.
